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Report of the 1958 Annual Town Meeting 
and Election 


Annual Meeting Held Feb. 18, 19, 20, and 21 
Annual Election Held February 25 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the voters met at the 
Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, February 18, at 7:00 o’clock 
p.m. to act upon the articles contained therein:— 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were: 


Herve C. Houde Sumner G. Baker 
Allan C. Williams, Jr. 


Officers in attendance were: 
John Ferreira Elmer F. White 


Mrs. Ruth E. Nelson was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:18 o’clock p.m. by the Moder- 
ator, Milford R. Lawrence. 


The Town, Meeting Members were counted, 142 announced present 
and a quorum declared, the necessary number to constitute a quorum 
for this meeting being 112. 


The hour of meeting Wednesday and subsequent meetings was de- 
cided to be 7:30 o’clock p.m. and at the same place. 


The invocation, was offered by Rev. Campbell B. Carmichel, Pastor 
of the Wesley Methodist Church, Falmouth. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant except 
Article 1 (Elections) would be called and the substance of each Article 
would be stated to the Meeting; and upon completion of the call as to 
those Articles in which there were no controversies or debates, or in- 
formation desired, there would be one vote offered which would adopt 
the recommendations of the Finance Committee and in the Zoning 
Articles the recommendations of the Planning Board as the action of 
the meeting. 


The Moderator further stated the articles were the same as shown 
in the printed booklet constituting the report of the Finance Committee, 
a copy of which is in possession of every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member de- 
siring to have any article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation 
would be marked for further consideration by having a Town Meeting 
Member call out the word “hold” when such Article was called. 


The Moderator stated that even on those Articles not marked “hold” . 
the Chairman of the Finance Committee would give notice of recon- 
sideration so that the action on those could be reconsidered later by a 
motion to reconsider. , 
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The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their order in 
the Warrant, and stated the substance of each Article and the recom- 
mendation of the Finance Committee and/or the Planning Board.

were held for further consideration.

114 were thereupon passed by the following vote applicable to all such 
Articles which vote was as follows:— 


That on all Articles in the Warrant except those ordered held, that 
the recommendations of the Finance Committee and in cases of Zoning 
Articles the recommendations of the Planning Board be and hereby are 
adopted as the action of this Meeting. Passed by a unanimous vote, a 
quorum being present. 


Thereupon the Chairman of the Finance Committee gave notice 
under the By-Law having to do with reconsideration of articles that he 
would reconsider any and all articles passed under the foregoing vote. 


Article 1. (Re: Election of town officers by ballot—see subsequent 
report of Election—February 25.) 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Standing Votes 
of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town Report of 1957 for the 
year 1958, or take any other action concerning same. 

Voted, to adopt the Standing Votes as printed in the Town Report

REPORT OF INSURANCE COMMITTEE 
Town of Falmouth 


. To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


-’ The Committee appointed at the Town Meeting held in February 19, 
1957 to investigate the Insurance needs of the Town and to report to the 
next Town Meeting, hereby submits its findings and recommendations. 
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I. (a) Present Insurance Situation 


Pursuant to the above vote the Committee proceeded to de- 
termine what insurances were presently in force. There was 
found to be a total of 36 policies as follows:

All of the above policies were examined by your Committee and it 
was found that under the present practice, each Town Department places 
its own insurance and includes in its budget an item to cover the cost. 
The result is that a large number of policies are required, written with 
numerous companies with varying expiration dates and varying cover- 
ages. 

Because the policies are held in the possession of various Town De- 
partments, there is considerable confusion, and there is no effective 
method of control. No comprehensive figures have therefore been pub- 
lished, except as relating to fire and extended coverage on buildings, 
motor vehicle equipment and Workmen’s Compensation, 


Your Committee has found certain overlappings and certain dupli- 
cations of coverage. It has also found that certain policies were not in 
compliance with existing statutes. 


(b) At present, the fire, motor vehicle and equipment schedules are 
placed through one agent of record, but commissions thereon are 
divided with certain other Falmouth agents. However, on all other 
forms of insurance and bonds the writing agent retains the entire 
commission, 


II. Recommendations 


Your Committee has given careful consideration during fifteen 
meetings and has come to the following unanimous conclusions: 

Recommend that the Selectmen appoint a single agent of record 
to handle all insurance for all departments of the Town..of Fal- 
mouth, including fire, casualty, liability, automobile, inland marine,

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fidelity and surety bonds, the complete coverage to be placed in 
one insurance company group (the only exception being that if the 
one insurance company group does not underwrite or issue any 
insurance coverages or policies required by the Town of Falmouth, 
then the Agent of Record shall place said insurance in any other 
insurance company that he deems advisable) and that the appro- 
priation for the above appear in the Town budget as a single item. 
Further, for the economical and effective administration of the 
above recommendation the Committee suggests that if the Town 
adopts this recommendation, the agent who is appointed shall be 
reappointed from year to year for a period of five years. Further, 
that the agent chosen shall receive reasonable compensation out of 
the commission, for his services and expenses, and that net com- 
mission on all forms of insurance and bonds after such deductions 
for services and expenses shall be prorated by the Selectmen and 
allocated to such insurance agents in the Town of Falmouth, in- 
cluding the agent of record, in such proportions as the Selectmen 
shall determine. 


It is recommended that all Town Insurance be written and covered 
under the master insurance folio and that it be identified and 
known for budgetary purposes as the “Town Insurance Schedule”; 
that copies of such Master Insurance Folio be furnished. to the 
Board of Selectmen and to the Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee and that annually on or before December 15 the complete 
Town insurance schedule be presented to the Town’s Insurance 
Committee if such is in existance, for its examination and approval 
before submitting same to the Board of Selectmen or the Finance 
Committee. 


The other agents of the Town of Falmouth who; have heretofore 
acted as agents of record on one or more policies will, under the 
new plan, receive a share of the total commissions and in the opin- 
ion of your Committee will be well compensated as they will be 
relieved of clerical detail and participate in the entire coverage 
recommended. 


The Committee’s strong recommendation that all insurance be 
placed in a single company group is to secure for the Town more 
complete and economical protection. When all insurances are placed 
with one company group there can be no argument as to who is 
liable on borderline coverage. Also, if a single company coverage 
is used the Town can expect more generous treatment of claims 
and of additional insurances. 


It is to be borne in mind that the Selectmen under the law have 
the power of placing insurance and appointing agents and the re- 
commendations above is as far as this Committee feels it can legally 
go, but it would be glad to advise with the Selectmen concerning 
this or any similar matter.

This equally applies to both the Police and 
Fire Departments.

We believe 
that the Town cannot legally purchase this 
insurance and recommend that the firemen 
follow the example of the police in the 
purchase of their own insurance from their 
Association Funds.

_ The recommendations were for the adoption of this article for the fol- 
‘lowing reasons: 


The character and location of Falmouth, and indeed of most of Cape 
Cod, is such that it appears unlikely that any industrial use or business 
would ever develop here which would not be included in the classification 
of Light Industry. 
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Since the adoption of the present basic zoning By-Law over ten years 
ago, no land has ever been zoned “Heavy Industrial” and none probably 
ever will be and the Board feels that by eliminating Section 10 and all 
references to it, the Zoning By-Law may be slightly simplified.

This Article is the result of a request by the U.S. Air Force and the 
Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission for a zoning by-law to ensure 
clear air space in the Otis Air Force Base Runway 05 approach zone 
by restricting the height of structures and objects above the level of the 
runway (126 feet above sea level), and to protect the safety of the public 
by prohibiting places of public assembly within an area close to the end 
of the said runway.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation io the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of this article for the following 
reasons:— 
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The substance of this Article is in the accompanying map, and is the 
result of the continuing effort of the Planning Board to bring the Zoning 
Map realistically up to date in relation to the present use or trend toward 
probable future use of the land in the various areas affected. The pro- 
posed changes are, for the most part, concerned with changing from 
Agricultural to Single Residence many areas which have become or are 
becoming primarily residential in character since this section of the 
map was last revised some ten years ago. 


The various proposed changes from Agricultural District to Single 
Residence Districts “A”, “B” and “C” take into consideration the present 
developpment, ownership, use, location, character and potential value 
of the land. The resulting evaluation, in the opinion of the Board, deter- 
mines whether a residential district should be in the 40,000, 20,000, or 
10,000 square foot classification. Except for two inadvertant “islands” 
adjacent to or surrounded by General Residence Districts, no further 
General Residence Districts are created. 


In addition to the extensive changes from Agricultural to Single 
Residence, the Board feels that certain existing Business and Light In- 
dustrial Districts should be expanded or extended to cover the present 
ownership and/or the probable logical future use. A modification of the 
zoning change proposed by the petitioner under Article 42 of this War- 
rant has been included on the map, creating a new Business District 
with a protective Public Use District as a buffer zone. This meets with 
the approval of the petitioner under Article 42. The only other changes 
of note are the mapping, in this section, of Public Use Districts, as per 
ownership and use as set forth in Section 6 of the Zoning By-Laws. 


Voted, On motion duly made and seconded it was voted to except 
from this amendment and retain as at present in an Agricultural District, 
rather than be changed to Residential C, the following parcel of land 
bounded and described as follows:— 


WESTERLY, by Gifford Street, about two thousand four hundred fifty 
(2,450) feet; 

NORTHERLY, by St. Patrick’s Cemetery and the existing Agricultural 
District; 

EASTERLY, by the existing Agricultural District; 

SOUTHEASTERLY, by the proposed Residential C Distirct; and 

SOUTHERLY and EASTERLY, by Jones Pond; and 

SOUTHERLY AGAIN by the present Residential C District which is 
parallel to and three hundred fifty (350) feet northerly of 
Jones Road, five hundred (500) feet, 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


IT WAS THEN VOTED AS FOLLOWS: To amend the Zoning By- 
Law by adopting the Zoning change shown on the revised Zoning Map 
accompanying this article, a copy of which revised map is filed with 
the Town Clerk, but excepting therefrom and retaining as at present in 
an Agricultural District a certain parcel of land bounded and described 
as follows:— - 


WESTERLY, by Gifford Street, about two thousand four hundred fifty 
(2,450) feet; 

NORTHERLY, by St. Patrick’s Cemetery and the existing Agricultural 
District; 

EASTERLY, by the existing Agricultural District; 

SOUTHEASTERLY, by the proposed Residential C District; and 

SOUTHERLY and EASTERLY, by Jones Pond; and 

SOUTHERLY AGAIN by the present Residential C District which is 
parallel to and three hundred fifty (350) feet northerly of 
Jones Road, five hundred (500) feet. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present.

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Report of the Special Town Meeting 
Held on July 10, 1958 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, Town Meeting Members met at the 
Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth on Thursday, 
July 10, 1958, at 7:30 o’clock p.m., to act upon the articles contained 
therein. 


Officers in attendance were: 


John Ferreira Elmer F. White 
The tellers appointed and sworn to office were:— 
Herve C. Houde Allen C. Williams, Jr. 


Walter T. Malley 


Mrs, Ruth Nelson was sworn as stenographer for the duration of the 
meeting. 


At 7:48 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Milford R. Lawrence. The Town Meeting members present were counted 
and 147 were announced present and a quorum declared, the necessary 
number to constitute a quorum for this meeting being 112. 


The invocation was offered by the Rev. Mason Wilson, Rector of the 
Church of the Messiah, Woods Hole, Falmouth. 


The Moderator, Milford R. Lawrence, announced his appointment of 
Mrs. Ellen H. Tilden and John McGilvray to serve on the Falmouth Per- 
sonnel Board for the terms 1958 to 1961. 


The following motion was offered by Geoffrey G. Whitney, Jr., chair- 
man of the Planning Board:— 


That Articles 1, 2 and 3 be laid on the table until after the comple- 
tion of action on Article 8. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
(Article 8 was passed as reported below) 


Art. 1. To see if the Town will vote to change from an Agricultural 
District to a Marine District and so note on the Zoning Map the parcel in 
that part of North Falmouth known as Nyes Neck adjacent to Ballentine’s 
Harbor, bounded and described as follows: 

Southerly by a line two hundred (200) feet North of and parallel to 
Wild Harbor Road; 


Westerly by a line two hundred (200) feet Westerly of and parallel 
to the Westerly shore of said Harbor; 

Northerly by Megansett Harbor and Ryder Road; and 

Easterly by a line two hundred (200) feet Easterly of and parallel 
to the Basterly shore of said Harbor. 

On petition of George F. Ballentine, Jr. and others. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for postponement of Article 1 to the next Annual 
Town Meeting for the following reason: 


Since no one representing the petitioner appeared at the hearing, 
the Board was unable to inform itself on the merits of this Article and 
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feels that action on this Article should be deferred until the petitioner’s 
plans and reasons for requesting this zoning change are fully known. 


Voted, that this Article be referred to the next Annual Town 
Meeting. 


Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to change from a Single Resi- 
dence District to a Marine District and so note on the Zoning Map the 
parcel of land in that part of Falmouth known as Green Harbor bounded 
and described as follows: 

Northeasterly by the public landing of the Town of Falmouth, two 
hundred sixty (260) feet; 

Southeasterly by Green Harbor Road, one hundred seventy (170) feet; 

Southwesterly by land of George Moses, two hundred eighty-eight 
(288) feet; and 

Northwesterly by Green Pond. 

On petition of Emil D. Tietje and others. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its reeommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for postponement of Article 2 to the next Annual 
Town Meeting for the following reasons: 


A number of persons appeared in opposition to this Article at the 
hearing, but no one appeared representing the petitioner. Since the 
Board was therefore unable to inform itself on the merits of this Article, 
the Board feels that action on this Article should be deferred until the 
petitioner’s plans and reasons for requesting this zoning change are fully 
known.

To see if the Town will vote to change from a Single Resi- 
dence District to a Marine District and so note on the zoning maps the 
parcel of land in that part of Falmouth known as Green Harbor, bounded 
and described as follows: 

Northeasterly by land of Emil D. Tietje, Jr., 288 feet; 

Southeasterly by Green Harbor Road, 75 feet; 

Southwesterly by land of John P. Cunningham, 205 feet;

On petition of George L. Moses and others. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its reeommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 8 as amended by the 
Planning Board for the following reason: 


In accordance with the vote of the 1958 Annual Town Meeting under 
Article 36 of the Warrant therefore, the Planning Board has undertaken 
the revision and tightening of the provisions of the “Marine District” 
zoning as proposed by said Article 36, and has prepared the necessary 
additional definitions and other more or less technical changes which had 
been neglected in the original proposal.

This article provides a specific statement of a principle which has 
previously been generally observed, but which previously only existed 
by inference. Its purpose is to correct a technical oversight and to clarify 
the By-Law. 


Voted, That the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law by adding 
and inserting in Section 14 thereof, after the end of schedule B the fol- 
lowing new paragraph: 

“In Residence, Agricultural and Marine Districts, not more than one 
dwelling shall be erected on a single lot, regardless of the size of such 
lot.” 


By a counted vote of 75 in favor and 75 against, the motion did not 
prevail. 


Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to lay out, construct, maintain, 
finance and operate a system or systems of sewerage and sewage disposal 
for the Main Street and vicinity of the center of Falmouth Village and/or 
including adjoining sites additional to Falmouth Village so-called, said 
system to be constructed with disposal treatment areas and filter beds or 
with oxidation ponds as may be determined by the Town’s votes, and for 
said purposes raise and appropriate such sum of money as may be neces- 
sary therefor, said appropriation to be used in conjunction with a Federal 
grant, if available, a portion of such amount of money as may be deter- 
mined by vote or votes under this article to be appropriated from the 
tax levy of the current year or other available sources, and such further 
amount as may be necessary to be raised by notes and bonds of the Town 
issued in legal form therefor; and to take any and all other action for said 
purposes; including the taking or purchasing of land, easements of land 
or other interests and rights as may be necessary or advisable, or to take 
any other action necessary or advisable for said purposes. 

On request of the Sewer Study Committee, Charles C. Willis, Chm. 
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Voted, That a sewerage system be hereby adopted and established 
for that part of the Town of Falmouth with sewer mains and pipes 
located in Main Street, Falmouth Center, extending from Palmer Avenue 
to Nye Road, or thereabouts, all in general accordance with Plan B there- 
of dated December 1956, made by Whitman & Howard, Engineers, and 
as shown on said Plan B, a copy of which is on file in the office of the 
Falmouth Town Clerk, and that the Town purchase or acquire land 
and/or easements of land for the purpopse of an “Oxidation Pond” or 
ponds for said sewerage system and the necessary and advisable pipe 
lines connecting said “Oxidation Ponds” and sewerage system as shown 
in the Sterling report dated June 2, 1958, a copy of which report is on file 
with the Town Clerk. 


That to meet the cost of said sewerage system and other construc- 
tion work as aforesaid, the sum of $495,300 be raised and appropriated, 
of which sum $14,000 be transferred from the Post-War Rehabilitation 
Fund and the balance of $481,300 be raised by the issuance of notes 
and/or bonds of the Town in legal form therefor, under provisions 
of The Falmouth Sewerage Act, Chapter 97 of the Acts of 1958, and to 
be known as the Falmouth Sewer Loan, Act of 1958, said notes and/or 
bonds to be payable annually for thirty (80) years, said payments be- 
ginning one (1) year from date of issuance of the first note or bond, said 
money herein raised and appropriated to be used in conjunction with 
any Federal funds which may be granted under the provisions of Fed- 
eral Water Pollution Control Act (33 U.S.C. Chapter 466 et seq. 84th 
Congress, which Act is also entitled Public Law 660) and in conjunction 
with any other funds which may be granted or contributed for said 
project. 

And that the purchase or acquiring of land for the purpose of “Ox- 
idation Ponds” or land and/or easements of land for the location of the 
pumps and pumping station or otherwise as may be needed for said 
sewerage system, be made and performed by and under the supervision 
of the Board of Sewer Commissioners. 


By a counted vote of 74 in favor and 78 against, and without the 
two-thirds vote required, the motion did not prevail. 


The following motion was offered by Charles C. Willis: that the 
Sewer Study Committee be discharged with thanks and that the balance 
of its appropriation be returned to the Town’s Treasury.

It is with much satisfaction to report that we were suc- 
cessful in receiving on April 30, 1958 an easement deed from 
the U.S. Coast Guard for the Nobska Point property. This 
will make it possible for the town to protect the property 
from further severe erosion, which has been so much in evi- 
dence. We have met together with the town’s Waterways 
Committee and officials from the State Department of Public 
Works. Plans have been prepared for necessary riprapping, 
filling and grading which when completed will protect and 
preserve a promotory from which one may witness an un- 
paralleled view. We wish to take this opportunity to thank 
everyone, who by personal contact or letters assisted in 
bringing this project to a successful conclusion. 


The contract for the extension of Minot Street has been 
awarded to F. V. Lawrence, Inc. 


The contract for Jones Road and Worcester Court East 
has been awarded to Campanelli and Cardi. 


A report of all Claims which are outstanding and all 
Suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of circumstances and the standing of each case

Two additional offices have been provided in the upper 
hall, one for the Water Commissioners and one for the Town 
Engineer, providing more adequate space essential to the 
operation of their respective duties.

The sanitation of the restaurants, stores and school cafe- 
terias, have been closely supervised this past year, having 
been inspected several times and smears taken for bacterio- 
logical count by the county sanitary engineer and the local 
health officer. Due to close supervision, a great improve- 
ment has been noted. 


All barns were inspected and the annual census of live- 
stock was completed in December. 


A supply of serums and vaccines are kept in the health 
office under refrigeration and are available to the local phy-

Report on the Disposal Area 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The disposal area which has now been in operation for 
about a year and a half has proven most satisfactory. The 
two men in charge do a wonderful job of keeping the place 
in order at all times.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for the 
year 1958. 


Twelve regular and twelve special meetings were held 
during the year. These included fifteen hearings on sub- 
division plans, regulations and zoning matters. Ninety-eight 
plans were presented to the Board for its consideration and 
endorsement. The Board has been represented on the vari- 
ous committees to which members are accredited, and mem- 
bers have attended various meetings and hearings of other 
Town bodies and local organizations. 


The Board will present to the 1959 Annual Town Meeting 
the revision of the final section of the Zoning Map. This will 
complete a project of three years duration. While the mat- 
ter of the possible provision of additional area zoned for 
business in certain sections has been considered, the Board’ 
is not yet prepared to make any concrete recommendations 
along these lines. Similarly, the suggestion of the Economic 
Development Committee that an “industrial park” be es- 
tablished is still under study, and the Board is not yet pre- 
pared to act on this matter. 


The Board continues to work on the problem of improv- 
ing traffic flow and lessening congestion in and around Fal- 
mouth village. Projects to go before the 1959 Annual Town 
Meeting include construction and completion of Katharine 
Lee Bates from Gifford Street and its connection to Main 
Street, East of the Post Office; layouts of the extension of 
Walker Street to Katharine Lee Bates Road, and a service 
road south of Main Street between the Community Center 
parking lot and Shore Street. Contracts have been let for 
the construction of Minot Street extension and Worcester 
Park Avenue extension, and a start on Dillingham Avenue 
extension will be made in the coming year. 
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The master road map project started last year is nearly 
complete, and this map will be used as a basis for a new offi- 
cial road map and a new printing of the Zoning map, now 
based on a 1933 road map. 


The Subdivision Control Regulations have been revised 
and reorganized, partly to conform to changes necessitated 
by statutory amendments and partly to broaden and stiffen 
the Boards authority in subdivision control. In connection 
with certain parts of these regulations, the Board has worked 
closely with the Finance Committee, and the two bodies 
have jointly wrestled with the problem of the acceptance 
and hardening of existing subdivision roads. The Planning 
Board and the Finance Committee have jointly recommended 
that the Selectmen use their authority to assess betterments 
for road improvements as a means of relieving the taxpayers 
at large of at least part of this road improvement burden. 


In the coming year, the Board expects to take a long, 
hard look at the text of the Zoning By-Law, which it feels 
needs extensive overhauling. Under its broad planning 
authority, the Board will also attempt to obtain from the 
various town departments, committees and agencies esti- 
mates of their future requirements for capital outlays and 
operational growth, with the end view of being able to co- 
ordinate and relate the various requirements from a long 
range planning, and, with the Finance Committee, from a 
long range financial aspect, so that the Board may be able 
to develop for the Town’s guidance a long range compre- 
hensive plan for the future development and economic well- 
being of Falmouth.

Route 28 Study Committee 
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Report of the Special Sewerage Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The Special Town Meeting of July 10, 1958 received a 
report from the Falmouth Sewer Study Committee and after 
consideration referred it back to the Committee for further 
investigation. It was recommended that all applicable me- 
thods be considered for a sewerage disposal system for Main 
Street and that the Committee bring its recommendation to 
the next town meeting. 

Shortly thereafter Mr. Charles Willis, chairman, resigned 
and was replaced by Mr. Thomas F. Ferreira. Mrs. Charles 
Carver, secretary, moved away and her place was taken by 
Mrs. Alfred Waller, representing the League of Women Voters. 
Mr. John R. Hellman was appointed by the Finance Commit- 
tee as itS representative. Mr. Robert C. Neal replaced Mr. 
George R. Thayer on the Board of Sewer Commissioners. 

The reorganized committee has been meeting since early 
in September and unanimously recommends support of the 
original report of the previous Sewer Study Committee. In 
order to make effective this report this committee recom- 
mends that town meeting approve: (1) an article author- 
izing the purchase of the necessary land for sewerage dis- 
posal purposes, and (2) an article authorizing the construc- 
tion of a Main Street sewerage system with oxidation pond 
or ponds as specified in the article. 

The committee further recommends the study of adja- 
cent areas in the village of Falmouth where pollution exists 
and should be corrected.

Sewer Study Committee 
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Report of the Waterways Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Eleven meetings of the Waterways Committee were held 
in 1958, as well as several conferences with State Engineers 
on the sites of the various projects under consideration and 
under construction. 


Projects Completed during the year 1958: 
Davis Marine Park Bulkhead 
Megansett Jetties 
Falmouth Harbor Marina 


Small Projects Accomplished during 1958: 
Maintenance Dredging at Tides Bulkhead 
Maintenance Dredging at Green Pond Entrance 
Dredging to Open Bourne Pond Entrance 
Construction of two Boat Launching Ramps at 

Great Bay and Waquoit 


Projects Under Study: 
Eel River Menauhant Entrance 
Congressional authority for the U.S. Corps of Engineers 
to undertake a study of the harbor protection and develop- 
ment of Eel River Entrance, Menauhant, is still being re- 
quested through the office of Senator John F. Kennedy. 


The Committee believes that this rapidly developing 
boating area should be improved as soon as possible, how- 
ever, as the amount of funds which will be required to ac- 
complish this work is very high, it will be necessary to solicit 
the aid of the Federal Government. 


Federal Shore Erosion Board Survey 
The Town’s share of the necessary funds for a survey 
of the shoreline from Nobska Point to the Town line at 
Waquoit Bay was appropriated at the 1958 Town Meeting. 
It is anticipated that State funds to match the Town’s ap- 
propriation will be available soon in order that this necessary 
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survey can be undertaken by the Federal Shore Erosion 
Board. 

It is hoped that this extensive study will supply the 
necessary information as well as to assist in obtaining Fed- 
eral contributory funds for the shore protection installations 
along this important shoreline of the Town. 


Boat Launching Ramps 
The Committee is presently engaged in a study to deter- 
mine the advisability of boat launching ramps, parking areas, 
and other facilities necessary to accommodate the ever in- 
creasing number of small boats. 
It is believed that if the Town is to provide installations 
of this nature, one should be constructed on the Buzzards 
Bay side and one on the Vineyard Sound side of the Town. 


Projects Ready for Construction: 

Barnstable County Commissioners have agreed to provide 
matching funds with the Town and the State to rebuild the 
two entrance jetties at Green Pond, rebuild the revetment 
at the inshore end of the jetty on the South side at Wild 
Harbor Entrance and to build a stone mound at Acapesket 
to protect the highway. 

Town funds are available for this work and it is pos- 
sible that this work will be completed early in 1959.

Falmouth Harbor Marina: 
Although the original contractor, Pocahontas Marine 
Equipment Company was unable to complete its contract on 
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Falmouth Harbor Marina, C. C. Smith & Company, Inc., was 
engaged and completed the work late in the 1958 season. In 
order to permit the Town to accomplish the necessary work 
to make the marina usable as soon as possible, Mr. Rudolphe 
G. Bessette of the Division of Waterways, Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Works, accepted the contract as com- 
pleted and turned the marina over to the Town without the 
usual 60-day waiting period. 


All Town Departments and Contractors involved in the 
development of the Marina worked diligently, however, the 
lateness of the season and the very wet weather prevented 
the completion of the work early enough to be of much value 
to the boating public during: the 1958 season. Commander 
John M. Joseph, the Dock Master, was able to collect some 
fees which have been turned in to the Town Treasurer. 


The 1959 budget request includes funds to sealcoat the 
parking surface, complete the grading at the northerly end 
of the Marina, and to provide the funds necessary for oper- 
ation of the facility for the coming season. 


The Dock Master has received many requests for space 
at the new Marina and all indications are that the Marina 
will operate at near capacity during the coming summer. 


The development and improvement of Falmouth Harbor 
Marina has been a unique demonstration of the willingness 
and ability of all Town Departments to work together toward 
a common goal. The cooperation of the Park Department, 
Tree Planting Committee, Highway Department, Water De- 
partment, and Board of Selectmen, as well as all other De- 
partments of the Town has made Falmouth Harbor Marina 
a reality.

All positions are bonded in the amount of $10,000.00 each 
under blanket bond of the State Housing Board. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority organized on March 1, 
1958 for the ensuing year. 


The fifty (50) units of the Authority Project 200-I have 
been occupied by Veteran Tenants since July 1, 1950. We 
have a large waiting list for three bedroom houses, our wait- 
ing list for two (2) bedroom houses is still small. 


The houses in the Amvets Project 200-I are costing more 
for upkeep and we have asked for an additional $1,000.00 for 
maintenance this year. The cesspool and septic tank instal- 
lation used up all our Operating Reserve money, but hope to 
transfer what small savings we have into that fund for the 
coming year. The income from rents this year is $28,000.00, 
the expense of operating the project $38,548.00. The deficit 
was within the legal limit and was balanced by the contri- 
bution from the State. The average rent that must be main- 
tained for this project is $49.16 per month. The Authority 
paid off $11,000.00 on its bonds this year an increase of 
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$1,000.00 over last year and paid the Town of Falmouth 
$1,800.00 in lieu of taxes. 


Our Housing for the Elderly Project 667-I on Lakeview 
Avenue and Choate Lane is in excellent condition and al- 
though there have been two changes in occupancy this year 
there are still thirty (30) persons, namely 18 singles and six 
couples in residence. On April 1, 1958 we went into perma- 
nent financing, buying $202,000.00 worth of bonds. Our in- 
come in rent from the above property was $14,280.00, our 
cost of operation $16,841.00. The deficit is within legal limits 
and will be covered by the contribution from the State. The 
average monthly rent that must be maintained for this pro- 
ject is $49.00 per month. This is also the minimum rent. This 
project has received much favorable comment from State 
Inspectors as well as out of town visitors and is considered 
one of the finest projects of its kind in the State. 


We wish to thank our recording Secretary, Mrs. Claire 
DeMello, all Town Officials, and all Department heads who 
helped us in the past year.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The following report of the Ambulance Committee is 
submitted for the year ending December 31, 1958. 


Several meetings of the Ambulance Committee were held 
this year in an endeavor to provide efficient and satisfactory 
ambulance service for the residents and guests of the Town 
of Falmouth. 


The condition of the newer of the two ambulances was 
discussed with the Cadillac Ambulance Corporation in Bos- 
ton, with especial reference to its riding comfort. Upon 
recommendation, the vehicle was taken to an approved Cadil- 
lac dealer for a thorough examination, where it was deter- 
mined that the riding qualities of the ambulance are in good 
condition and its performance is normal as an ambulance. 
Regular maintenance and repairs have been made to both 
of the ambulances from time to time as needed. 


A few pieces of equipment have been purchased for the 
efficient operation of the ambulance service. These include 
an E-Z carrying chair, and several minor instruments neces- 
sary for emergencies. 


In the course of duty, one birth was capably assisted by 
the Ambulance driver before the patient could be transferred 
to a hospital and before arrival of a doctor. 


The ambulances have been equipped with the same radio 
frequency as the Fire Department, which provides a quicker 
contact with headquarters when necessary, or should an 
emergency enroute warrant, and eliminates the necessity of 
transferring messages through the Police Department. 


As the result of letters which were sent to all delinquent 
accounts, a substantial number of these old accounts receiv- 
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able were collected. A new form of billhead was set up, and 
through a new system of billing, the books this year show 
a considerable increase in percentage of current receipts, as 
well as overdue accounts. 


The newer ambulance made a total of 275 trips, while 
13 trips were made by the old vehicle.

Total mileage 15,716 
Residents transported 246 
Non-residents transported 42 
Police called 32 


The ambulance responded to standby with First Aid 
(County Fair), one drowning, two reported drownings, and 
one fire.

The Finance Committee submits its annual report for the 
year 1958. The Committee held 37 meetings during the year 
to consider and make recommendations on articles in the 
warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and on articles in the 
warrant for the Special Town Meeting in July. Departmental 
budgets were considered and voted upon by the full committee 
after they had first been carefully studied by subcommittees 
consisting of two members each. 


The Committee, very aware of the rising cost of living 
and the mounting tax rate, this year made every effort to 
present fair and unbiased recommendations that would enable 
the town to operate efficiently and still keep the tax rate 
within bounds.

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Report of the Town Forest Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The major work done for the improvement of the Forest 
has continued to be the releasing of scrub oak growth from the 
evergreen areas. During the past year an extensive area along 
the roads encircling the North end of Long Pond has been 
released and cleared. The brush from the five year old plan- 
tation of Red Pine along Route 28 has been cut thus enabling 
the new trees to get a better start. This plantation has grown 
well during this past year due to the better than average 
moisture for the year. It is beginning to make a good showing 
from the highway. 


Trees in various parts of the forest have been measured 
and marked so that a record may be Kept of the rate of growth 
of such trees. 


Maintainence has consisted in brushing out five miles of 
the forest roads to provide access in case of fire as well as 
the Foresters’ use. The wet season has caused many washouts 
which had to be repaired and in some of the steeper grades 
“cold Patch”, supplied by the Highway Department has been 
applied. 


The Resident Forester has made a detailed survey of the 
whole Forest to assist the committee in planning its manage- 
ment. We now have a record of the present condition of each 
section including the areas and ages of the several planta- 
tions and his appraisal of the work which should be done in 
the immediate future. He finds that there are still about 50 
acres of conifer plantings which need releasing before the 
growth of the young trees becomes completely distorted and 
choked out. This work will be the major project during the 
coming year. 
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Fifty Maple trees have been planted in the nursery oper- 
ated for the Tree Planting Committee, and this year the first 
batch of trees have been removed for planting along the high- 
ways and at the new Marina. At the request of the Welfare 
Department our Forester supervised the work done by that 
department in clearing and brushing undergrowth on the 
borders of Shivericks Pond. 


Several classes from the School System have used the 
Forest for instruction. The Boy Scouts continue to camp at 
the Forest under the supervision of the Forester and increas- 
ing numbers of the Town’s people find it a pleasant place for 
recreation. 


It is hoped that we may be able to start a Christmas Tree 
plantation for future use but this takes a considerable length 
of time. A Patrol was maintained for two weeks prior to 
Christmas and the Forester reports that many autoists were 
prevented from taking trees or mutilating trees as has been 
done in the past. 


We hope to make arrangements to market some of the 
older Pitch Pine this year and make a cash return for the 
same. 


On September 27, the Massachusetts Town Forest Com- 
mittees held their annual meeting in Falmouth and after- 
wards inspected our Forest. The meetings of this organization 
are held in different Towns each year thus gaining first hand 
knowledge of what the other Towns are doing.

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Report of the Park Commissioners

Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Park 
Commissioners for the year ending December 31, 1958. 


GOODWILL PARK 

Despite the extremely wet weather, a total of 24,891 vis- 
itors were counted. This shows an increase of 7736 over 1957. 
Included in the 6005 cars, there were 51 cars from 5 provinces 
in Canada, and 37 from Ontario. 

On June 15, the annual Police clambake was held with 
many people attending. United States Coast Guard held their 
annual picnic on August 4. 

The Boy Scouts held their Camporee October 17, 18, and 
19. A total of 93 scouts and 18 adult leaders attended with all 
having a good time. 

Plant material donated by Mr. Wilfrid Wheeler in 1957 
was dug and moved to the Park Department Nursery at Good- 
will park. This land for nursery stock had Deen plowed, fertil- 
ized, and prepared beforehand. 

In our program this past year, one new acre was brushed 
out and cleared, a new area has been roughed out. All dirt 
roads were oiled, toilet building was painted as well as picnic 
tables. The addition of four cement fireplaces were used dur- 
ing the entire season. 

It is recommended that an extra supervisor be added to 
work with Mr. Roy Allen during the 12 week period, also the 
addition of 15 new picnic tables and five cement fireplaces, 
and a telephone to handle any emergency that may arise at 
any time. 


ELLIS M. LEWIS PARK 
In the busy days of summer, this area is a beehive of ac- 
tivity with children on the playground equipment and adults 
using the tennis courts. The new sprinkler system was first 
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installed and tested here, water being pumped from Siders 
Pond. Acquiring this new equipment, which is portable for 
quick moving, we face future dry seasons with confidence. 

Normal maintenance has been done, fertilizing, liming 
and top dressing as needed. 


VILLAGE GREEN PARK 
A new electric outlet box was installed to help provide 
electric hookups when needed. 
The lawn was fed three times, watering whenever neces- 
sary. Grass looked very well during most of the growing 
season. 


WORCESTER PARK 

The Park Commissioners wish to thank all persons who 
contributed fill and gravel to complete our program of bring- 
ing up to grade the large depression at the North end of the 
park. 

Loam has been trucked here this past fall and leveled 
out. This spring it will be fertilized, graded and seeded. 

New water pit was put in at the South end of the park 
to provide occasional watering. 

General care and maintenance was done as usual. 


CENTRAL PARK 
This park is being used more each year, being centrally 
located, it has given many enjoyable hours of entertainment 
for children and adults. 
Field day was held by the Falmouth Heights men’s club 
with great success. 


It is recommended that a little league field be construct- 
ed for the younger boys. 


General care and maintenance was followed as usual. 
WOODS HOLE PARK 


Parking lot at this park was built and leveled with the 
use of the Highway Dept. bulldozer and operation. 


The playfield is used by Coast Guard, Little League and 
Woods Hole residents. 

General care and maintenance was carried on as usual. 

It is reeommended that Tennis Courts be surfaced with 
asphalt. 
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EAST FALMOUTH PARK 


With the completion of the new East Falmouth Elemen- 
tary School, this play area is again open for use. A little 
league field was built this past spring and was used mostly 
every day during the baseball season. 


It is recommendd that since there will be more traffic 
than usual on the park area, fertilizer feeding should be more 
frequent than usual. Parking area should be surfaced with 
asphalt. 

General care and maintenance was carried out as usual. 


NYE PARK 


The opening of one new tennis court and the number 
of adults using same show a definite need for additional 
courts. This will be done this coming spring of 1959. A total 
of four courts will then be opened. 

Croquet and horseshoe playing areas are very well liked 
by adults as well as children. 

It is recommended that tennis courts be hard topped 
for easier maintenance and durability. The complete screen- 
ing of four sides of tennis courts is recommended. The build- 
ing of a regulation little league field is also recommended. 

General care and maintenance was carried out as usual. 


MARAVISTA PARK 


Loam brought in 1957 was spread, graded and seeded this 
past fali. Heavy rains necessitated some reseeding, but in 
general a very good germination of grass seed was achieved. 

It is recommended that a little league field be made in 
spring of 1959. 


WEST FALMOUTH PARK 

Mr. Charles A. White, town engineer, made a topograph- 
ical survey of this area for the Park Dept., for which we 
wish to express our thanks. The survey was then studied to 
determine grades and development plans were prepared for 
a recreational play field. 

It is definite that a baseball field can be built on the 
northwest side of this park. 

Park Department labor this fall has been clearing this 
area out in preparation for bulldozer work in the future. 
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PARK MAINTENANCE 
In the following parks and public grounds, general care 
and maintenance were carried throughout the year.

In this past year, our first season of maintaining all 
school grounds, athletic fields, and library lawn, we have ac- 
complished the following: 


LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL 

A total of 1122 man hours were put in for this season. All 
lawn areas were fed twice. Areas were topdressed and seeded 
where ever necessary. 

New playground was opened for use and maintained with 
care to increase turf buildup. 

Beds around school were edged and weeded, edging along 
curbing were neatly cut back with new motor edger. 


Sprinkler system was used very effectively during short 
dry period. 


LIBRARY LAWN 
Situated in the center of our town, it has been our 
desire to keep lawn and beds always at its best. A total of 
746 man hours were used here. 
The lawn was fed twice and limed twice, certain areas 
were topdressed and seeded. 


New planting is being planned for the memorial and 


library building, both of which have needed improvement 
for some time. 


VILLAGE SCHOOL 
A total of 241 man hours were put in, lawns were fed 
once, and holly trees fed and sprayed. 
Pruning of flowering shrubs close to building was also 
done. 
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HENRY HALL SCHOOL 
General care and maintenance was carried out, one feed- 
ing and pruning done. 
A total of 183 man hours were used. 


WOODS HOLE SCHOOL 
Since a minimum of lawn area is seeded here, a program 
of raking and cleaning up trash was followed. 
A total of 44 man hours were used. 


TEATICKET SCHOOL 
In the spring, a little league field was constructed to 
meet demands of children playing baseball. 
Lawn areas were fed once this year. This areas is badly 
in need of a complete reseeding job. 
A total of 470 man hours were used. 


OLD EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL 
A total of 356 man hours were used in general care and 
maintenance, feeding, edging, weeding and mowing. 


FULLER FIELD 
A little league field was constructed at the north side 
of field, used very heavily during baseball season. 
The following projects were completed, a broad jump pit, 
erecting a fence and moving bleachers for little league use. 
A total of 435 man hours were used here. 


NORTH FALMOUTH LIBRARY 

General care and maintenance was followed as usual. A 
total of five hours being used. 

It is hoped that this, our first year, of maintenance for 
schools, athletic fields, and library lawn meet with the ap- 
proval of all concerned. 

The Park Commissioners wish to extend their thanks to 
all town departments for the wonderful cooperation during 
this year.

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Report of the Civil Defense Agency 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


With this report, I would like to convey to you my ideas 
of “CD RESPONSIBILITY”. 

“ A ‘cause’, in common usage, is something with which 
one may be in sympathy, and to which one may contribute 
effort or financial assistance, usually with an idea of helping 
others. 


It is difficult to reconcile the attitude of those who hon- 
estly tell us they are in sympathy with the cause of civil 
defense, but that they have little or no time to give to it, 
because of other causes to which they are committed. 


Civil defense is no cause. It is simply living, and surely 
nothing else is half so important as living. 


Civil defense advocates only one thing: Make such prep- 
arations as one can to overcome circumstances or conditions 
beyond normal demands. To most people that means acquir- 
ing a little knowledge, stockpiling a little extra in the way of 
supplies, and making a few plans to work with others. The 
mental strain of getting the necessary knowledge is negative, 
and the financial burden for extra supplies would burden no 
one. The real pinch seems to come in devising ways and means 
of working with others toward the common goal of living. 


Oddly, when small tragedies occur, we Americans usually 
rise to the occasion. We thrash around and, through the trial 
and error method, we usually come up with the right answer. 
All Civil Defense has said, and is constantly saying to the 
people, is that the trial and error method is too expensive if 
we face a major disaster. Lives would be lost that could be 
saved. In some countries human life means little, but here 
we feel that the people are the country, and that every life is 
worth saving if it can be done. 
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We are for all “good causes”, and we appreciate fully the 
excellent work done by faithful citizens to promote those 
causes. But, we honestly believe that a revaluation is in order 
on the part of some of our citizens as to their RESPONSIBIL- 
ITY for Civil Defense. 

Civil Defense has one objective and it applies to all— 
minimize the loss of life and property in a major disaster. 
Disaster may never come, but being prepared is the only way 
anyone can contribute toward minimizing the loss if it does 
come. 

These are the personal feelings of your director, but I feel 
they conyey the message. 

A big achievement accomplished this year, was the organ- 
izing of a Civil Defense Council, comprising the following 


representatives:

Mr. Victor M. Friar Falmouth

Mr. Thomas F. Ferreira Teaticket 
Mr. Manuel F. Raposa East Falmouth 
Mr. Henry S. Henriksen Waquoit/Hatchville 
Col. Richard W. Davania Otis Air Force Base 


The main function of this board, is to advise and assist 
the Selectmen and the CD Director on matters of defense, 
relative to possible disasters and/or catastrophes. 

The town of Falmouth has fared quite well through the 
media of the Civil Defense Agency, in the many assets gained, 
attributed directly to local, State, and Federal Civil Defense 
efforts, during the few short years of its existence. The follow- 
ing are some of the acquisitions CD was responsible for: 

A 200 bed hospital (larger than any, outside a metropoli- 
tan district) weighing 23,459 lbs. and valued at $21,216.63, 
crated and ready for immediate use if and when needed. Plans 
call for its use in the Lawrence High School gymnasium, when 
it is pressed into service. Unfortunately it is currently and 
unsuitably stored in a private warehouse for $420.00 per an- 
num, and it is hoped that a suitable site on town owned prop- 
erty will soon be available to store this invaluable property. 
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One 7.5 Kw generator valued at $2000.00 purchased for 
$50.00 is enclosed in a shed and wired to the Community Cen- 
ter Building, housing the CD Control Center. This was accom- 
plished for only $481.00. 

One 15 Kw generator valued at $2000.00 was acquired free, 
for use in the Town sheds, and signed over to the Highway 
Surveyor. 

The auxiliary power generators in the Police and Fire 
Stations were originally acquired through Civil Defense ef- 
forts. 


One 1951 Chevrolet Fordor sedan, valued at $1287.34 and 
listing for approximately $400.00, was acquired for $41.85 and 
put in top condition, including a CD regulation paint job, for 
less than $160.00. This vehicle is part of the CD Transporta- 
tion Unit and is of necessity in the agency, as training, opera- 
tion, and administration now call for a considerable amount 
of traveling, and this proves to be more economical than the 
mileage cost system. 


One portable speaking amplifier, worth $95.00, for public 
information. 

Four used CD mobile communicators (radios) purchased 
at a reduced price, a few years ago, at a tremendous savings 
to the town. 

Four CD mobile communicators and an amplifier recently 
purchased through CD matching funds. They represent a 
value of $1,525.50, purchased for $762.75. 


Actually this is hardly enough auxiliary communications, 
should disaster strike, but long range plans call for a few more 
units. ; 


One transmitter-receiver on the fire frequency (planned 
for use as a Secondary Radio Base Station for the Fire Depart- 
ment if necessary), installed in the Control Center for com- 
munications liasion, valued at $550.00 purchased for $275.00. 
A transciever on the police frequency is planned for next year 
for the same reasons and purpose. 


Assisted in the purchase of a Fire Department radio sta- 
tion unit via CD matching funds, valued at $3054.00 and 
costing the department $1527.00; and a similar negotiaton for 
a water department unit valued at $1482.00 costing the de- 
partment $741.00. 
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The Agency acquired a quantity of Surplus Property, vital 
during emergencies and disasters: 


Net worth of this property $4163.25 CD paid $158.74 
CD issued to the Fire Dept. 1801.36 CD paid 56.81 
CD issued to the Police Dept. 211.90 CD paid 8.04 


CD issued to the Highway Dept. 132.20 CD paid 7.20 
For use by combined CD units 2017.75 CD paid 86.69 


Several radiological monitoring sets, total value, approxi- 
mately $2000.00, made available to the High School, the Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institute, and for use by Civil defense in 
fall-out exercises, in training and possible radioactive disas- 
ters, this at no cost to the Town. 


The Agency has a nearly completely equipped Control 
Center; about 50% of its communications facilities; 45 uni- 
formed Auxiliary Policemen and 18 Policewomen. 


We have many volunteers who have been trained, and 
more are currently being instructed. I wish to express my 
thanks to all the volunteers for their services. They are the 
backbone of Civil Defense. The proper function of Civil De- 
fense wherein applicable is currently being implemented in 
the Town Departments wherever possible. Notwithstanding 
this we in Civil Defense are a long way from being in a ready 
operational status, but with training, courses and appropria- 
tions we feel we are going in the right direction. 


A remarkable feat accomplished this year is that with a 
small CD appropriation of $3,117.00 the town received $9,230.55 
worth of equipment and services, this, excluding the time 
and efforts of its volunteers. Something it should be real 
proud of. 


One thing I feel should be mentioned; the best plans will 
be to no avail without proper warning signals. The air-raid 
warning situation in Falmouth is in deplorable condition, and 
plans are being made to try to remedy the situation. As it 
stands now, Falmouth would be better off with no sirens, as 
the present signalling system is inadequate and very con- 
fusing. 

A chronological list of CD events and activities follows: 
May 6-7-8 The Control Center was activated for a State- 
wide exercise. All control center personnel participated. 
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Aug. 27-28 A skeleton staff stood by in the Control Center 
while Civil Defense units were alerted for “Hurricane Daisey”. 


Sept. 17 Massachusetts Survival Planners and Civil Defense 
Officials held a meeting with Local Officials to explain the 
preparation of Survival Plans for each community. Whereas 
Otis Air Force Base is now being considered a prime target 
area; plans for Falmouth have to be laid out accordingly. 


Dec. 6 With reluctance we accepted the resignation of Dep- 
uty Director John M. Joseph, but are very happy to hear he 
will work along with us as much as possible. 


Dec. 7 Pearl Harbor Day was proclaimed Civil Defense Day. 
Slogan, “If you’re prepared today; you won’t need die tomor- 
row.” 


Orders have reached the Agency, that effective 31 Janu- 
ary 1959, the Ground Observer Corps will be inactivated. This 
was brought about by the growth and scope of the nation’s air 
defense radar net. GOC and the local post originally were 
ordered activated by the U.S. Air Force. The decision to re- 
lieve these volunteers from active participation in air defense 
is attributed to several considerations, including the seaward 
extension of the electronic distant early warning line, by ship 
and aircraft into the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. Also the 
revolutionary new semi-automatic ground environment sys- 
tem, with its lightning-fast computation of data and its phe- 
nomenal memory and storage capacities already is taking over 
many of the time consuming processes of the manual opera- 
tions of the past. James F. Wynne, Supervisor, and all the 
members of the GOC deserve a note of gratitude from the 
town of Falmouth, and a word of thanks from the Director, 
for a “job well done”. Mr. Wynne remains a Deputy Director 
in Budget and Finance. 


Projected for the coming year: 


An adequate storage place for the CD crated hospital, and a 
training program for the personnel connected with it. 


The completion of Survival Plans and the distribution of the 
proper copies to the public. 


A continued training program with intensified activity. 
Expansion of the Control Center with augmented communi- 
cations. 
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Setting up Zone Headquarters, according to plan. 


Establishing a proper warning signal system from the pro- 
posed air-raid siren project; a vital necessity to survival plans, 
encompassing Otis Air Force Base as a target area. 


Your Director feels that the ability of this nation to sur- 
vive an enemy attack depends on how well LOCAL GOVERN- 
MENT fulfills its responsibility to its people. The local depart- 
ments are currently being integrated in CD, but local author- 
ities must have much more than imagination, energy and 
devotion ‘to duty. They must have coordination of planning 
and preparation and help from the State and the Federal 
government. The Federal Government now has reached the 
long sought position of having both the capability and the 
right to provide the assistance needed locally. It is our duty 
to do our share so as to enable us to receive the assistance 
we seek.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Falmouth for 
the period from September 6, 1956, the date of the previous 
audit, to March 4, 1958, preparatory to the transfer of the 
books and accounts and of the cash and securities to the 
newly elected town treasurer and town clerk, the following 
report being submitted thereon: 
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An examination and verification was made of the finan- 
cial transactions as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or 
committing bills for collection. 


An analysis was made of the town accountant’s ledgers 
for the period covered by the audit. The receipts were checked 
with the treasurer’s books and the records of the departments 
making payments to the treasurer, while the payments were 
compared with the warrants authorizing them and with the 
treasurer’s records of payments. The appropriation accounts 
were checked with the town clerk’s records of town meeting 
proceedings, and the recorded transfers from the reserve 
fund were verified by comparison with the records of the 
finance committee. The necessary adjusting entries resulting 
from the audit of the several departments were made, and 
a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was pre- 
pared showing the financial condition of the town on March 
4, 1958. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
compared with the records in the departments collecting 
money for the town and with other sources from which money 
was paid into the town treasury, while the payments were 
checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the trea- 
surer to disburse town funds. The cash balance on March 4, 
1958 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balances with 
statements received from the depositories. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal 
taxes were examined and proved with the town accountant’s 
ledger. 


The payments made for maturing debt and interest were 
compared with the amounts falling due and with the can- 
celled securities on file. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and reconciled with the collector’s books and with the ac- 
countant’s ledger, and the redemptions were compared with 
the treasurer’s recorded receipts. The tax title transactions 
were further verified by comparison with the records at the 
Registry of Deeds. 
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The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investments of the trust, investment, and retirement funds 
in the custody of the town treasurer and the trustees were 
examined and listed. The income was proved and all tran- 
sactions and balances were verified and checked with the 
books of the town accountant, and, in the case of the retire- 
ment funds, with the books of the retirement board. 


The receipts from parking meter fees collected by the 
police department were listed, and the payments to the trea- 
surer were verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The commitments of taxes, excise, as- 
sessments, and water liens were proved with the assessors’ 
warrants for their collection, the payments to the treasurer 
by the collector were checked with the treasurer’s cash book, 
the abatements as recorded were compared with the records 
of the assessors, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved. 


The records of departmental and water accounts receiv- 
able were examined and checked. The commitments were 
proved, the reported payments to the treasurer were com- 
pared with the treasurer’s cash book, the abatements were 
verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and recon- 
ciled with the respective ledger accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, assessment, 
departmental, and water accounts was made by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town, the replies received there- 
to indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The surety bonds furnished by the town officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


The records of apportioned sewer assessments not due 
were examined. The amounts due and.added to taxes 1957 
were verified, and the apportionments due in future years 
were listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The records of receipts from licenses and permits issued 
by the selectmen, the town clerk, and the building, wire, and 
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‘plumbing inspectors, as well as by the police, fire, and health 
department, were examined and checked, and the payments 
to the Division of Fisheries and Game and to the town trea- 
surer were verified. 


The records of departmental cash collections by the sealer 
of weights and measures, and the school and library depart- 
ments, as well as by all other departments collecting money 
for the town or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and checked. The cash books were added, the payments to 
the treasurer were checked with the treasurer’s recorded 
receipts, and the cash on hand in the several departments 
was verified. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing reconciliations of the several cash ac- 
counts, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, tax possession, 
departmental, and water accounts, as well as schedules show- 
ing the condition and transactions of the trust, investment, 
and retirement funds. 


While engaged in making the audit cooperation was re- 
ceived from all town officials, for which, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

The Committee met at 2:30 p.m., March 18, 1958 on the 
site of the East End Cemetery. All members were present and 
upon mutual agreement Mr. Lawrence assumed the duties of 
Chairman and Colonel Waters the duties of Recorder. 


Mr. Ralph Hatch of North Falmouth who has performed 
the duties of caretaker of that section of the East End Ceme- 
tery now receiving perpetual care met the Committee and 
stated briefiy his experiences and difficulties in trying to 
maintain the neglected section of the cemetery area. 


The Committee next inspected the area of the whole cem- 
etery site and noted the following facts and conditions: 
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a. The so-called East End Cemetery which occupies an 
area on the west side of the East End Congregational Church 
consists of two separate parts or sections. One part is what 
might be called the East End Cemetery proper and the other 
part is what was once referred to as The Free Burying Ground. 


b. The condition of that part of whole cemetery area 
which is the East End Cemetery proper was observed to be 
satisfactory with respect to the appearance of grounds and 
memorials. Since there are private funds deposited with the 
Town of Falmouth for maintenance of perpetual care of this 
section, the Committee confined its business to the inspection 
and consideration of the section known as the Free Burying 
Ground. 


c. The condition of this Burying Ground section was very 
unsatisfactory. There had been no continued maintenance of 
the grounds and graves due to lack of funds for upkeep. In 
certain parts graves had sunk and need to be refilled. About 
twenty two upright markers or headstones had fallen from 
their bases. Many of the memorials need cleaning so that 
identity of burials may be made. Many were cracked or wholly 
broken. All over the section of the Free Burying Ground were 
short clumps of brush or bushes and an overall growth of 
running ground vines and weeds. During the periods favorable 
to the growing of grass and other vegetation briers, overgrown 
grass tufts, and brambles offer a substantial detriment to 
anyone desiring to examine the grave sites of the Burying 
Ground. Mrs. Duglay stated that the neglected condition of 
the Burying Ground which contained the gravesites of at 
least two Revolutionary War veterans was the reason the 
Jonathan Hatch Chapter of the D. A. R. took sufficient inter- 
est to request Town Selectmen to consider the matter of the 
Burying Grounds restoration and continued maintenance. 


The Committee noted that Mr. Ralph Hatch stated that 
six cemeteries including the East End Free Burying Ground 
would receive about $1000.00 from the Town during 1958 for 
their maintenance and that he expected about $165.00 would 
be allotted to him for the Free Burying Groud. 


The legal identity of the Free Burying Ground was an 
item of consideration by the Committee. It was considered 
advisable that such status should be determined and the 
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Recorder was requested to take appropriate action to inquire 
into this matter. He was advised to consult with the following 
persons: 


a. The Pastor, First Congregational Church of Fal- 
mouth, for the purpose of examining Church rec- 
ords. 

b. The Town Counsel, Town of Falmouth. 


c. Mrs. Ralph (Evelyn Smyth) Grinnell of Falmouth 
for the purpose of examining certain maps or 
drawings of the plot of grave locations in the Free 
Burying Ground reported to have been made by 
the late Rev. Herbert Smythe of Falmouth. 


The Committee then at 3:30 p.m. Mar. 18, 1958 adjourned. 


Special Report of the Recorder 


From time to time since the March 18th meeting of the 
Committee, the Recorder has made personal effort to invest- 
igate the item of legal ownership of the parcel of land alleged- 
ly granted by Ezekial Robinson of Falmouth in the year 1796 
for a Meeting House in East End (Hatchville) and for a Free 
Burying Ground. There appears to be no notation of such 
transaction in the records of the First Congregational Church 
of Falmouth from which the East End Congregational Church 
and the North Falmouth Congregational Church are alleged 
to have branched off. Moreover, the Recorder was unable to 
find evidence of such transaction amongst the records of the 
Barnstable County Land Title and Deeds Court nor amongst 
the records of the Barnstable County Probate Court. 


The matter of whether the Town might have title to the 
section of the Free Burying Ground was discussed with Town 
Counsel, Mr. John P. Sylvia, Jr. who seemed to be of the opin- 
ion that if any of the burials occurred sufficiently long ago 
the classification of the section as an ancient cemetery might 
be given to Free Burying Ground. It seems that under state 
law the Town might lay claim to title thereof, particularly if 
the cemetery were in a condition of neglect. The records of 
burials prepared by the late Reverend Herbert Smythe of Fal- 
mouth indicate the earliest burial in the Free Burying Ground 
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about April 28, 1800. Whether this date would permit classifi- 
cation of the East End Burying Ground as an ancient ceme- 
tery should be decided by the Town Selectmen under advice 
of Town Counsel. 


The Recorder also made many visits to the East End 
cemetery since the first meeting of the Committee and ob- 
served the conditions of the Free Burying Ground section with 
respect to vegetation in March, May, June, July, August, and 
early September. The summer growth of bushes and briers 
was not too formidable but attention must be given to their 
removal. The grass had grown high and abundantly and the 
running ground vines had spread thickly over the whole 
section. In most cases the fallen and broken off grave markers 
were overgrown by grass or leaves from the ground vines. The 
graves of two Revolutionary War veterans in the Free Bury- 
ing Ground section had been carefully taken care of by Mr. 
Ralph Hatch and their appearance was a good example of 
how the remainder of the section might be maintained with 
proper care. On occasion of his September visit the Recorder 
noticed that much of the high grass had been cut and that 
some of the brush and vines in the pathways and around some 
of the gravesites had been cut down. Mr. Hatch said that he 
was able to hire some help with equipment and the result had 
given a decided improvement to the section. Mr. Hatch said 
the funds for this help and work were to come from the Bury- 
ing Ground’s share of the allotment of $1000.00 to partly 
maintain six cemeteries in the Town. 


On one visit to the Free Burying Ground the Recorder 
with an experienced stone mason examined the fallen grave 
markers and their foundations. The markers could be reset 
on old bases or on new bases prepared of concrete and an 
acceptable condition of restoration achieved at a reasonable 
cost. The estimated charge for this work should not exceed 
$300.00. In cases where old headstones had been damaged to 
an extent of complete breakage or partial breakage and parts 
of the headstones carried away, no estimation for restoration 
was made. This item would be a matter for separate consid- 
eration and should not be included in this report. 

It is considered appropriate to comment on the interest 


and effort contributed by Mr. Hatch to the Free Burying 
Ground section. His principal responsibility and main effort 
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are given to that section of the East End Cemetery which is 
maintained through a small income obtained from funds 
deposited with the Town by families or individuals for per- 
petual care of their respective cemetery lots. The funds are 
presently operative and provide the small yearly income to 
Mr. Hatch for his caretaking efforts. The amount of this 
salary can probably be obtained by inquiry of the Town Treas- 
urer. The point to be noted here is that Mr. Hatch gives 
attention to the partial maintenance of the Free Burying 
Ground (all it receives at present) in his spare time and with- 
out remuneration except for the sum of about $165.00 which 
is a proportionate share of the sum of $1000.00 allotted at 
Town Meeting for the maintenance of six cemeteries in the 
Town. Most of the $165.00 allowance would be needed for 
hiring help with equipment and tools to achieve as much 
improvement in the condition of the Burying Ground as might 
be possible. It is believed advisable to secure the full time 
effort of Mr. Hatch to restore and maintain the Free Burying 
Ground section in conjunction with his efforts on the main- 
tenence of the private family plot section of East End Ceme- 
tery. 


It is also considered appropriate to compare the appear- 
ance and maintenance of the Old Town Cemetery off Mill 
Road with the Free Burying Ground section of the East End 
Cemetery. The Old Town Cemetery presents a well cared for 
appearance which reflects the time and effort spent on its 
maintenance by a Town employee during ten months of the 
year. The area of the Old Town Cemetery is probably two and 
one-half times the area of the Free Burying Ground, Town 
funds in the approximate amount of $2800.00 annually are 
used for its care and up-Keep. These funds provide a weekly 
salary of about $62.00 for the caretaker for about 42 weeks 
and about $300.00 annually for equipment needs, seeding, and 
other service. 


CONCLUSIONS 
The Committee concludes that: 
a. The existing condition and appearance of that 
section of the East End Cemetery known as the 
Free Burying Ground is not satisfactory and that 
a restored condition and continued maintenance 
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of an acceptable appearance thereof can be obtain- 
ed only by prompt and sustained caretaking efforts 
to that end. 


b. Adequate funds should be allotted for the purpose 
of resetting fallen grave stones where practicable 
and for the employment of personnel and means 
to bring the condition of the Burying Grounds to 
an acceptable state and to maintain such grounds 
and grave sites in an appearance readily recogniz- 
ed as satisfactory. 


c. It would be advisable and in the interests of the 
Town if the work of restoring and maintaining the 
Free Burying Ground section were done through 
the efforts of Mr. Ralph Hatch now caretaker of 
the private family plot section of the East End 
Cemetery. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
The Committee recommeds that: 


a. The Town Counsel, Mr. John P. Sylvia, advise the 
Town Selectmen with the least practicable delay as 
to whether the Town of Falmouth may claim 
rights or title to that section of the East End Cem- 
etery known as the Free Burying Ground so that 
Town funds might be appropriated for the restora- 
tion and continued maintenance of said Burying 
Ground section. 


b. Mr. Ralph Hatch of North Falmouth be named or 
appointed as caretaker of the Free Burying Ground 
section and employed by the Town on a yearly 
basis. 


c. The sum of $1500.00 to be allotted and authorized 
for the purpose of restoring the Free Burying 
Ground if such site is declared entitled to care and 
up-keep on the basis of being legally classified as 
an ancient cemetery and accepted by the Town. 


dg. That of the $1500.00 so authorized not more than 
$300.00 be used for costs of resetting grave stones; 
that $200.00 be used for hire of equipment, person- 
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nel, and other needs in connection with restoration 
of the section; and that $1000.00 be used as salary 
for the employment of a caretaker on a payment 
of $83.33 per month for one year or on a payment 
of $100.00 per month for the months March to 
December inclusive. 


e. That the appointment of Mr. Ralph Hatch or any 
other person as caretaker shall be permanent de- 
pending on satisfactory performance of duty as 
judged by a Committee appointed to observe and 
report on said caretaker’s efforts. 


f. A committee of three members be appointed annu- 
ally at Town Meeting to be known as the Commit- 
tee For the Care and Maintenance of the Free 
Burying Ground at East End Cemetery who shall 
report in writing to the Town Selectmen annually 
their observations, opinions, and recommendations 
in connection with their stated responsibility.

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Committee Report to Draft Legislation for 
Selectmen-Manager Form of Administration 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


As instructed by the 1958 Annual Town Meeting by a vote 
of 85 to 21, the Committee to Draft Legislation to Permit the 
Town to Adopt the Selectmen-Manager Form of Administra- _ 
tion prepared a petition to the Massachusetts legislature, re- 
questing them to enact the proposed Selectmen-Manager 
Charter, as published by the Committee in its report of August 
10, 1957. 


The proposed charter and legislative petition was deliv- 
ered to Senator Stone late in March for filing with the legis- 
lature. Bills of this type should be filed with the legislature 
prior to the filing date in early December. If not filed by this 
date, they can be admitted for legislative action by the Rules 
Committee of both the Senate and the House voting to sus- 
pend the rules and admitting the bill for action by their 
respective bodies. This is done frequently with bills of this 
type. 


In the case of the Falmouth Selectmen-Manager Charter 
bill, the Senate Rules Committee, which was under Republi- 
can control, promptly suspended the rules and admitted the 
bill for Senate action. In the House, however, the Rules Com- 
mittee was under Democratic control. Senator Stone and Rep- 
resentative Jones requested the Committee to suspend the 
rules and admit the bill. However, at the request of interested 
and influential Falmouth parties the House Committe refused 
to suspend the rules. 
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No action, therefore, could be taken on the bill in the 
legislature last year. A new bill and petition was filed by 
Senator Stone prior to the December, 1958 filing date and this 
bill should be acted upon by the 1959 legislature.

Report of Insect Pest Control Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The year 1958 produced some disease and insect hazards 
that were expected as a result of the severe drought in 1957. 


Insect population was slightly below normal due to the 
loss of beetle grubs and egg clusters incurred by the drought 
and our spraying operations. 
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However, there was a build-up of canker worms in the 
Woods Hole section. There is a chronic infestation of this 
pest on Martha’s Vineyard and it is our opinion that this was 
the source of our infestation, carried by prevailing winds 
and motor cars and trucks. The area was sprayed as soon 
as the infestation was discovered and control was excellent. 


One of the cycle pests was also in evidence in 1958. This 
was the oak twig pruner. This insect prunes off the small 
oak twigs and remains in the stem when it falls to the 
ground. The insect is not fatal to the oak and at this time has 
not been declared a legal pest by the General Court. Remov- 
al and burning of fallen twigs on the ground is the best 
control. 


As a result of 24 specimens of elm twigs sent to the Shade 
Tree Laboratories at Amherst, eleven trees were found to 
have Dutch Elm Disease. These were promptly removed and 
destroyed. 


All town elms were sprayed three times the past year. 
The cost of this spraying is considerably less per tree than 
would be the cost of complete removal as a result of Dutch 
Elm Disease. 


I suggest that any resident of the town notify me immed- 
iately of any sudden yellowing or wilting leaves on their elm 
trees. Beware of any irresponsible person calling himself an 
“expert” and condemning your trees. Remember, only a test 
at the Shade Tree Laboratories can determine if the trees 
have the Dutch Elm Disease.

As Dog Officer, it is once again my duty to inform the 
people of the Town of Falmouth of the order restraining all 
dogs from running at large. 


The order requires that all dogs be muzzled or restrained 
unless said dogs are leashed or accompanied by the owners or 
keepers or a person authorized by them. 


The above mentioned order shall go into effect beginning 


January 26, 1959 and continue in effect until Decemeber 31, 
1959.

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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


On June 23, 1958, the beach personnel consisting of 
twenty-two life guards, three bath house attendants, four 
maintenance men, one head maintenance man, eight parking 
attendants, two week-end police officers, one clerk reported 
to Surf Drive Bath House to be instructed in their various 
duties by the director, James J. Kelly. 


The life guard rules were discussed very thoroughly and 
each life guard received a copy for future reference. 


The parking attendants were informed of the changes 
in parking tickets and the consecutive serial numbers for 
each parking lot. This was done to make it easier to check 
the daily returns and to maintain more accurate records 
for each lot. 


The beaches at Surf Drive, public; Chapoquoit, reserved; 
Old Silver Beach, public and reserved; Megansett, reserved; 
Menauhaut, public; Woods Hole and Falmouth Heights, re- 
served were all officially opened on June 24, 1958. 


The maintenance group under the able direction of Mr. 
Perry carried out the work preliminary to the opening of 
the beaches as well as during the season in a fashion worthy 
of commendation. They also constructed the fire places at 
Old Silver Beach, Mill Pond Area and Menauhaut. These were 
places in areas of each beach which would least affect the 
use of the beach facilities for swimming. During their first 
year of completion the fire places seemed to be a good addi- 
tion to the program. They also constructed several new life 
guard stands and storage chests for the use of the lifeguard 
equipment. This group also planted the Japanese Black Pines 
at Old Silver Beach. We feel this maintenance group more 
than pays its ways due to the various odd jobs they complete 
and the fact that they are available in cases of emergency. 
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The twenty-two life guards carried out the program lead- 
ing to a very successful season. Despite the fact that the 
weather was genearally not to conducive to swimming and 
bathing. the swim classes enrolled a total of 724 students. The 
first swimming meet was held August 1, 1958 with the Heights 
group being the winner. Adverse weather conditions caused 
postponements and finally concellation of the second swim 
meet. The life saving classes were well attended and 19 Senior 
Life Saving Cards and 23 Junior Life Saving Cards being 
awarded. A new swimming course in swimming instruction 
was undertaken this year called the Mothers Course. Thirty 
mothers attended the course. This instruction included begin- 
ning swimming, life saving, first aid and artificial respiration. 


We feel the beach program of the Town of Falmouth is 
being carried out satisfactorily. We commend the director 
James J. Kelly and all his personnel for a job well done. We 
thank the complete staff for their devoted work and cooper- 
ation. 

The following is a breakdown of the Falmouth Beach 
receipts showing a comparison of 1957 and 1958.

These figures show an overall decrease in income of 
approximately $5,500. A study of weather conditions during 
the summer reveals the true cause of this decrease. 


The beach committee has a policy of hiring as many 
qualified persons as possible from the ranks of Falmouth 
taxpayers. Last season 95 percent of the beach personnel 
fell into this classification. The Police Athletic League each 
year trains boys in life saving. They submit the names of the 
successiul candidates thru Mr. Gus Canty. We accepted as 
Life Guards all their recommendations. 
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The Falmouth Heights situation still raises many ques- 
tions. A comfort station for the Heights is being sought in 
conjunction with the Park Department this year. Parking 
problems and beach problems can be eased only by controlled 
parking. The Bristol Beach offers help in the Heights prob- 
lems. This beach was accepted by town meeting several years 
ago from the Bristol family. This property fits into future 
developments in this area. Therefore we request that the 
papers be passed for this property as soon as possible. 


Improvements to be considered during the coming year 
are: (1.) the situation of the road, parking area at Menau- 
haut, (2.) a beach to be acquired and developed on the Buz- 
zards Bay shore somewhere between Chapoquoit and Woods 
Hole, (3.) further development in the Old Silver Beach Area. 


We wish to extend our thanks to all persons who have 
helped in any way in completing our work during the year 
of 1958.

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Report of the Airport Manager 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report on the activities and facili- 
ties at Coonamessett (Falmouth Municipal) Airport for the 
year 1958. 


This report is being submitted directly to the Town 
Fathers in order that it will be printed in the Annual Town 
Report. Last year the Falmouth Aviation Committee elected 
not to publish even that part of my report that contained 
the statistics on the number of arrivals and departures at 
the airport. In so doing, they have held back information 
which, in my opinion, the people of the Town are entitled 
to have. 


Number one Aviation problem facing the Town is, that 
due to procrastination in entering into a long term lease with 
the Coonamessett Ranch Company, we now find ourselves in 
the position of being without an adequate airport within a 
year due to the fact that the Massachusetts Division of Fish- 
eries and Game have come along and bought all of the 
Coonamesset Ranch Company property north of Route 151, 
extending from Sandwich Road east to approximately Tur- 
pentine Valley. This includes the Airport. It is their intention 
to use it as a Hunting Preserve. 


Executive Air Service, Inc., present operator at the Air- 
port, has been granted a one year lease and then must vacate 
the premises. I recommend that the Town take immediate 
action to purchase the Airport from the State. 


The Commissioner of the Division has stated that, al- 
though the Division definitely does not want to sell or lease 
the Airport to the Town, they will, if the Town feels that 
Coonamessett is the only place for an Airport, negotiate

with the Town. The Commissioner emphatically stated that 
it is not the intention of his Division to cause hardships to 
any community. 


Facilities and Services at the Airport include: 
Two Sod Runways; the longest is over 4400 feet (long 
runway lighted for night operations) ;

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Interesting notes on activities: 

Otis Air Force Base Aero Club has over 100 members, 5 
Airplanes and, since it was formed, has flown approximately 
4000 hours without a flying accident. 


The Quiet Birdmen, one of aviation’s oldest organizations 
held its annual meeting in Falmouth for the second succes- 
sive year and are planning to come back again for 1959. 


Over 308 aircraft landed at Coonamessett in 1958, desti- 
nation of occupants—Otis Air Force Base. Most of these were 
contractors. Provincetown-Boston Airlines averages two trips 
per day into Coonamessett with Electronics experts from 
Lincoln Laboratoies affiliated with Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology who are working with Otis Air Force Base. 


United States Army Helicopters and Liason Aircraft use 
Coonamessett Airport as a fueling facility while on firing 
problems at Camp Edwards. 


In closing, I wish to emphasize that it is most important 
that the Town take immediate action on trying to purchase 
the Airport from the State. A long term lease is not the 
solution.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The following is a summary of work completed by the 
Highway Department during 1958. 


The Chapter 90 Maintenance program for 1958 has been 
completed. This work annually consists of sealcoating with 
sand and stone cover, patching, brushing and repairing shoul- 
ders along the roadsides. Included in the stone cover program 
were Thomas B. Landers Road, running west from Turner 
Road, for a distance of 14,800 feet, and Quaker Road, running 
north from Nashawena Road, for a distance of 14,970 feet. 
Menauhant Road, running east from Great Pond Bridge to 
Central Avenue, for a distance of 10,500 feet and John Parker 
Road, running north from the State Highway, East Falmouth, 
to Sandwich Road, for a distance of 6,400, were both sealed 
with sand cover. 


Under this program, patching, mowing and repairing of 
shoulders was completed on Sandwich Road for a distance 
of 30,139 feet and on Nathan S. Ellis Highway from Route 28, 
North Falmouth, running east to the Mashpee Town line, 
for a distance of 25,762 feet. Steel railings on Chapaquoit 
Island Bridge and Great Pond Bridge were painted. Total 
cost of the contract was $12,000., with the State, County and 
Town sharing equally one-third of the cost. Reimbursement 
to the Town from the State and County was $8,000. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction contract for 1957 and 
1958 has been awarded to Campanella and Cardi Construction 
Company and work was started early in January of this year. 
The contract included the completion of the third and last 
section of Jones Road, which will be hardened and include 
the installation of a drainage system. The new construction 
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on this section, known as the Worcester Court East project, 
will cross Route 28 in Teaticket, cross Spring Bar Road, con- 
tinuing to the rear of the Stop & Shop, terminating at Jericho 
Path. Included will be a drainage system. The purpose of 
this new construction is to relieve Main Street traffic, by 
allowing the flow of Palmer Avenue traffic to enter Jones 
Road to reach the eastern, Falmouth Heights and Menauhant 
areas of the Town. 


Proposed completion date of this program is scheduled 
for early spring of 1959. 


Sealcoating with sand and stone cover was completed 
on the following roads during the year; Oyster Pond Road, 1.2 
mile; Depot Avenue, .2 mile; Pin Oak Way, .3 mile; Mill Road, 
1. mile; Little Harbor Road, .1 mile; Nobska Road, .4 mile; 
Quissett Harbor Road, .7 mile; Prospect Street, .2 mile; Men- 
auhant Road, .5 mile; Bridge Street, Acapesket, .5 mile; Old 
Barnstable Road, 2 miles; Carriage Shop Road, 2 miles; Hay- 
way Road, .5 mile; Old Main Road, Waquoit, .5 mile; Turner 
Road, 1 mile; Clark Street, .2 mile; Fresh Pond Road, .9 mile; 
Barrows Road, .5 mile; Old Meeting House Road, 2 miles. An 
application of sand and oil over the existing gravel surfaces 
was made on the following; Mariner’s Lane, .2 mile; Locust- 
field Road, 1 mile; Ransom Road, .3 mile; Corte Real and 
Prince Henry in Cranberry Village; Brown Court, .1 mile. 


Hardened with mix-in-place by Department forces were 
Davis Road for a distance of 300 feet and Nursery Road for 
a distance of 1200 feet. Hardened by private contracter under 
the supervision of the Highway Surveyor and Town Engineer, 
were Frank R. Lillie Road, Church Street, Triumph Street, 
Geggatt Road, Oak Street, Pinecrest Beach Drive, Stowers 
Street and Nickerson Street. 


As reported in last year’s Annual Report, Chapter 718, 
Acts of 1956, provided that municipalities receive a sum of 
money to be used for Highway projects within their locality. 
The projects would have prior approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works. Under this Massachusetts Bond 
Issue Program, the sum of $63,463.83 was made available to 
the Town of Falmouth. Under this program, the Woods Hole 
roads remain to be completed. It is anticipated that this work 
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will be completed by this summer, at which time the majority 
of the sewer connections on the streets involved will have to 
be made. 


New sidewalks were constructed on the following roads; 
Gardiner Road, Woods Hole, from Millfield Street to Buzzards 
Bay Avenue for a distance of 2,000 feet; Oceanview Avenue, 
from Wild Harbor Avenue, running south to West Avenue, a 
distance of 1000 feet; Central Avenue, a continuation of the 
existing sidewalk, running south for 1000 feet; Maravista 
Avenue, running south from English Street to Oak Street, 
for a distance of 1,000 feet. 


Major drainage projects completed during the year in- 
cluded a new system on Lakeview Avenue, the work starting 
at the entrance of the Mayflower Village and continuing to 
the entrance of Lawrence High School. Drainage on Sandwich 
Road was corrected by the installation of new catch basins 
wherever necessary. Main Street drainage was extended 150 
feet, from the Community Center Building driveway, running 
south to Siders Pond. King Street drainage was corrected by 
the installation of new drainage pipes and cleaning of the 
existing pipes. Under the general maintenance program, 400 
catch basins were cleaned with a clam-shell crane and 25 
new catch basins were installed. 


The culvert on Mill Road in Hatchville has been repaired 
by replacing planks. New railings were also installed. Steel 
railings on the overhead bridge on the Nathan S. Ellis High- 
way were painted and repaired. Wooden and cement guard 
rail posts have been repaired and repainted wherever neces- 
sary and new railings constructed. Maintenance of the Town’s 
75,000 feet of railings is a year round project. 


Traffic signs are erected at the request of the Chief of 
Police and the Board of Selectmen. This year 135 new traffic 
signs were erected, including NO PARKING, SLOW, STOP and 
SLOW CHILDREN signs. Included in this project were the 
Falmouth Heights traffic signs, which were recommended at 
the last Annual Meeting at the request of the Falmouth 
Heights Traffic and Parking Study Committee. 


Forty new street signs were erected and 50 existing signs 
were repainted and repaired in the sign shop. 
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General maintenance work, including painting street 
lines, patching roads and brush mowing and gravelling roads 
along the roadside and hazardous corners, was carried on 
throughcut the year. 


The Repair Shop is in good condition, although the sheds 
remain inadequate to properly house the Department’s equip- 
ment. 


Equipment purchased this year under the capital outlay 
plan included a compressor, three new snow plows and one 
pick-up truck. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, department 
heads, Highway Department personnel, and particularly the 
Park Department whose men assisted during the storms this 
year, for the cooperation and assistance they have given me 
throughout the year.

Gentlemen: 


The Falmouth Heights Parking and Traffic Study Com- 
mittee, appointed at the February, 1958, town meeting, met 
and organized on April 11 at the Falmouth Police Station 
conference room. The committee appointed included Police 
Chief Harold L. Baker, Lloyd Bemis of the Beach Committee, 
George H. Bigelow of the Planning Board, Frederick O. Davis 
and William G. MacDougall of the Falmouth Heights-Mara- 
vista Improvement Association, Donald Durell of the Park 
Department, R. Frank Stone of the Falmouth Heights Men’s 
Club, and Charles A. White, Town Engineer. Mr. White’s res- 
ignation was received at the first meeting and no one was 
appointed in his place. Mr. MacDougall was elected chairman 
and Mrs. Ralph L. Silvia was named secretary for the com- 
mittee. 


The traffic plan drawn up by last year’s committee was 
reviewed and recommended to the Selectmen for their ap- 
proval and presentation to the State Department of Public 
Works. The plan included a one-way traffic system and new 
parking regulations at Falmouth Heights. It suggested that 
one-way traffic be established NORTH on Massachusetts, In- 
diana, Worcester Park East, Hawthorne, Amherst, and East 
Grand avenues. On the other avenues the flow of traffic 
would be SOUTH. It further recommended that there should 
be two-way traffic, but no parking, on Nantucket Avenue, no 
parking on Elysian Avenue, and on all other streets parking 
should be on one side only. 
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On April 23, State DPW Assistant Traffic Engineer F. E. 
Thompson met with the Selectmen and members of the 
study committee to go over this plan. On May 6, Robert 
Brooks and Robert G. Burke, DPW Traffic Division Inspectors 
met with Selectman, Mr. MacDougall, and Highway Surveyor 
Nathan S. Ellis. The inspectors approved the plan as a good 
system and the Board of Selectmen adopted the recommenda- 
tions. 


On Monday, July 21, the traffic system went into opera- 
tion after the Falmouth Highway Department erected the 
necesary signs. Later, to better expedite the flow of traffic, 
two-way traffic was re-established on Central Park Avenue. 
The present signs tend to be confusing as only one side can 
be read by motorists and it is this committee’s suggestion that 
this be remedied by the highway department. On the whole 
the committee thinks that the system is working well and 
should be continued. 


The committee also wishes to bring to your attention the 
fact that there are still hedges and fences encroaching on 
town property. These hedges and fences constitute traffic 
hazards because they obstruct vision and impede pedestrian 
travel. 


Following the summer season Mr. William G. MacDougall 
resigned from the committee.

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Report of the Town Engineer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Town Engineer submits herewith a report of the 
Engineer’s Department for the year 1958. 


Surveys for new layouts of Gifford Street, from Jones 
Road to the Brick Kiln Road, and of Brick Kiln Road easterly 
to East Falmouth, were made at the request of the Plan- 
ning Board. Both of these layouts were indefinitely post- 
poned at the Annual Meeting. A section of Old Barnstable 
Road was laid out anew from the East End Road to the Mash- 
pee line. County layouts were made for extending Minot 
Street to Lakeview Ave; for widening Dillingham Avenue to 
fifty feet and for widening the corner of Jones Road at the 
intersection of Route 28 in Teaticket. 


Reconnaisance surveys were made for a new road run- 
ning westerly from Jones Road, thru the Hospital site, to 
Sippewissett. Preliminary plans were prepared for a rear 
access road running easterly from the Community Center 
to Shore Street. 


Contract plans and specifications were prepared for 
hardening and widening portions of Geggatt Road, Pinecrest 
Beach Drive, Nickerson Street, Stowers Street, Oak Street, 
Triumph Street, F. R. Lillie Road, Church Street, Seacoast 
Shores Blvd. and Minot Street Extension. These roads were 
done under private contract during the past year, with the 
exception of Minot Street. 


Surveys were made for improvements to the Old Silver 
Beach and Chappaquoit Parking Areas. Both of these pro- 
jects were prepared for bids, with the work being done by 
contract. Other jobs prepared for bids were the Davisville 
Cemetery fencing and repairs to the Eel Pond wharf at Woods 
Hole.

A license to fill in the cove of Shivericks Pond was grant- 
ed after the department had obtained releases from the abut- 
tors. The cove was filled with clean coarse gravel from the 
Town Pit, using the Highway men and equipment with a fleet 
of private trucks. Preliminary plans were drawn for a culvert 
connecting Shivericks Pond with Siders Pond, for the pur- 
pose of restoring the natural drainage that originally existed 
and is vitally needed between these two ponds. Petition plans 
were prepared and filed with the Public Works Department 
for filling in a portion of Morse Pond, across the end of the 
Athletic Field, where the proposed road is to be built. 


Topographical surveys were made of the land behind the 
West Falmouth Library for playground studies and of the 
Falmouth Post Office lot for road studies. Plans were drawn 
for an exchange of land on Lakeview Avenue for school 
purposes. 


Drainage surveys were made of sections of the Sandwich 
Road, Lakeview Avenue, Heights Road and Walker Street. 
Lines and grades were set for the installation of a 12” drain 
on Lakeview Avenue, with the work being done by the High- 
way crew. 


The roads referred under Article 15 of the annual meet- 
ing were profiled and checked for costs on hardening and 
widening. Lines were set for several corner widenings, re- 
moval of signs, poles and fences. Street bounds were set on 
the westerly end of the East End Road to define the layout. 

The replotting of the Assessors Maps was continued, with 
the limited time and help available. New 400 foot scale road 
maps were drawn for the departments use. These maps were 
made in a series of plates and will be available for distribution 
this year. 

The department has again operated thru most of the year 
without qualified personnel and only recently has been able 
to find two assistants. However, due to the pay scale estab- 
lished for these positions, there is little hope of holding these 
new men for any length of time.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


I hereby submit my annual report as Chief of the Fire 
Department, for the year 1958. 


On January 23, four firefighters were appointed under 
Civil Service, after successfully passing the required tests 
for appointment—James Engel, John Giabbai, Edward Marks, 
Jr., and Lawrence DeMello. Lawrence Palmer was appointed 
Master Mechanic on May 12, after successfully passing the 
examination for that position. Two fire fighting positions 
are filled temporarily until a list is established by the Civil 
Service Commission, which list is expected to arrive at any 
time now. 


Two retired members of the Fire Department passed 
away this year, Ex-Chief Milton MacWhinnie who passed away 
on June 21, and retired Captain Manuel Turner who passed 
away on October 2. We regret their time of retirement was 
so short, after so many years of service in the Fire Depart- 
ment. 


All men and companies were drilled this year and were 
also drilled with the facilities offered by Otis Air Force Base, 
for crash fires. I would like to thank Colonel DaVania and 
Chief Cahoon for the privileges and assistance extended to 
this Department for fire fighting and frogmen’s training. 
The frogmen under the direction of Deputy Goudreau, have 
trained regularly with firemen from out of town who have 
joined in training with this Department’s personnel. 


In October, the Massachusetts Civil Defense offered a spe- 
cial two-day rescue school for this area, and ten men took 
this course which was most interesting and could be invalu- 
able if the occasion should ever arise. It is hoped that all 
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permanent men can, in the future, attend this school for the 
additional knowledge to be gained. 


I am sorry to report one loss of life due to fire—that of 
Harvey G. Clauson, Sr. This occurred on May 3, at about 8:00 
p.m. The fire was discovered by neighbors who placed a call 
to this Department. Upon arrival at the location, ventilation, 
extinguishment, and penetration into the building by men 
with fresh air masks was made immediately, and Mr. Clau- 
son’s body was located in one of the bedrooms in a very short 
time. After completing the investigation by Lt. Killen of the 
Fire Marshal’s office and myself, it is believed that the fire 
started in the kitchen from overheated cooking material on 
the electric range, as this fire appeared to have been fast 
spreading and centered around the top of the range. 


Other fires doing considerable damage this year were: 
the William Welsh garage, the Moors, on the morning of 
July 19, at 5:45 a.m. This fire had been burning for some 
period of time before being discovered and had gained con- 
siderable headway. It was found after the investigation, that 
this fire started from an overheated electric motor of a 
refrigerator. 


The fire at the Albert Fernandez home on Trotting Park 
Road on the morning of November 5 at 12:50 a.m. had this 
building nearly completely involved upon arrival. Mr. Fer- 
nandez and one of his sons were burnt in this fire, while 
evacuating, and their burns were treated by a physician. The 
contents were a total loss, but the building can be repaired. 
Careless handling of smoking material was determined as 
the cause of this fire, starting in the living room divan and 
spreading into the kitchen area. This entire family were 
very fortunate to have been able to get out when they did 
and to receive only minor burns. 


It cannot be determined at this time, but there is a good 
possibility that in 1960 a replacement for Engine 5, East Fal- 
mouth, may be necessary. This truck is twenty years old and 
has been a valuable piece of equipment in both house and 
brush fires. 


The series of false alarms this year has been very dis- 


turbing, and anyone who is responsible can rest assured he 
will receive no consideration»when and if the time comes, as 
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this kind of so-called “fun” can be very dangerous, as more 
accidents happen answering false and needless alarms than 
in actual fire fighting, as well as unnecessary expense to the 
town. The incendiary fires and possible incendiary fires oc- 
curred again this year, and these fires were all investigated 
and continue under investigation by both the Fire and Police 
Departments and the Fire Marshal’s office. Anyone who may 
have any information on those responsible for the false 
alarms and incendiary fires is urged to contact the Police or 
Fire Departments, and any information furnished will be 
kept in strict confidence. 


It is noted that a considerable number of fires have been 
caused by children and matches, and I respectfully request 
that the parents be extremely careful with matches, so chil- 
dren cannot come in possession of them, unnoticed. 


The Fire Prevention Bureau has had a busy year again 
and we feel the results are really starting to show, as un- 
necessary fires appear to be decreasing as our efforts in fire 
prevention are increasing. Notices have been placed in the 
local papers for the information of the public, especially on 
the Fourth of July and Christmas. 


The Department has assisted other Town departments 
at various times this year and assistance is gladly given 
wherever possible. We have also received assistance from 
these departments from time to time. We wish to thank all 
Department heads and individuals who have helped in any 
way this past year.

During the past year, all schools were inspected monthly 
during the school term, and fire drills were held when the 
weather permitted. 


Business establishments have been inspected monthly, 
and improvements have been made which should lessen the 
chance of fire in these buildings. 


Both summer and year-around hotels and motels have 
been inspected periodically. 


Nursing homes have been inspected according to State 
Law, and also Day Nursery Schools. 


This past year the Junior Fire Marshall Plan was insti- 
tuted in all the Sixth Grades of Falmouth Schools. This plan, 
arranged by the Boston Board of Fire Underwriters, Inc., and 
paid for jointly by the Falmouth Village School, the East 
Falmouth Elementary School, and the Falmouth Fire Depart- 
ment essentially consists of having the sixth graders make 
inspections for fire hazards in their homes and neighborhood 
and having these hazards corrected. Upon completion of the 
program the student correcting the most hazards will be 
awarded a Chief’s badge, and the runners-up will be awarded 
suitable badges. 


This program has been successful in many cities and 
towns throughout the country, and I feel that it will prove 
worthwhile in Falmouth. I would like to see this program 
‘continued and expanded in the Falmouth School System in 
future years.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report as Forest Warden for the 
year 1958. 


This past year we were very fortunate, due to the wet 
spring and fall, that all brush fires were comparatively small, 
the largest being two acres. This fire had been burning for 
quite some time before being located off Ashumet Road. 
Very minor damage was done as this fire did not build up 
and travel with any amount of rapidity. 


I would like to bring to the attention of those who burn 
grass, etc., that even though a permit is obtained to maintain 
a fire in the open, one also assumes all responsibility in con- 
nection with this fire, and is responsible if it should get out 
of control and does any damage to anyone else’s property. 
Before attempting to burn grass, especially, one should have 
sufficient help to handle the fire in case the wind should 
shift unexpectedly. A permit is required for any open air 
fire (Chap. 48, Section 13) General Laws, except for cooking 
purposes. 


May I bring to the attention of parents the importance 
of keeping matches away from children, as too many fires 
are being set by children playing with matches. 


Work on the fire breaks continued again this year, and 
more work is planned for 1959, as new areas will have to be 
considered when the new bypass comes down through North 
and West Falmouth. 


I would like to thank all Department Heads, Mrs. Ida 
Sylvester (Fire Tower Observer), Women’s Auxiliary, Red 
Cross, and all others who have assisted us in any way this 
past year. Their cooperation has been greatly appreciated.

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Report of the Water and Sewer Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


We submit herewith for your approval our 1958 Annual 
Report. At the annual election Ormond C. Ellery was re- 
elected for a three year term and the Board subsequently or- 
ganized with Mr. Ellery as chairman. George R. Thayer was 
chosen to serve as Vice Chairman, Joseph R. Hall as Sec- 
retary and John W. Hughes was reappointed Superintend- 
ent. Mr. Thayer resigned from the Board on July 31, 1958 
after serving the Town in this capacity for more than eleven 
years. During this period he worked diligently for the best 
interests of the Town and the department and vigorously 
supported many needed improvements. His untiring efforts 
will be greatly missed by all of his associates. The remain- 
ing Water Commissioners and the Selectmen appointed Rob- 
ert C. Neal to fill this vacancy until the next annual election. 


This has been a busy and unusual year. Although rain- 
fall totaled 51.31 inches for the twelve month period, far in 
excess of normal, the total water pumped did not drop pro- 
portionately, indicating a rather substantial increase in year 
round consumption. Average daily consumption has in- 
creased about 22% in the last five years. Receipts, however, 
dropped to $185,250.89, a reduction of $12,153.84 from the 
peak year of 1957. Main line construction was more than in 
1957 and new service installations were about the same as 
the past two years. The final payment on several notes was 
paid and as a result our total outstanding debt was reduced 
to $505,400.00. Principal and interest on the 1954 Water 
Main Improvement Loan continued to be paid with Town 
funds. All other payments on debt and interest were paid 
from current receipts. Our office quarters in Town Hall were 
moved to the newly refinished section on the second floor 
which provides considerably more space than our previous 
quarters.

The volume of construction work was such that main- 
tenance work was kept at a low level. No pipe cleaning was 
done and only essential maintenance was carried on. 


A total of 14,585 ft. of mains were installed under the 
Minor Extension Account and several special accounts. Due 
to the inclement weather in December it was necessary to 
curtail main line construction and as a result we will carry 
over a large volume of this work to next year. New service 
installations totaled 214 and 21 were renewed. 


Trucks and other equipment have been maintained in 
good repair, however, a major overhaul is scheduled for the 


compressor and one truck should be replaced next year. 

A Samson hydraulic back hoe was purchased from the 
low bidder, Albert N. Turgeon Equipment Co., and the unit 
was mounted on a used 1954 Dodge 2% ton chassis. This 
piece of equipment has proven highly satisfactory and ex- 
tremely helpful. 


The Water Departments on the Cape were fortunate 
in obtaining a special radio frequency for exclusive use of 
water utilities and we are now converted to this frequency. 
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Previously, our mobile units were temporarily permitted to 
Operate on the Fire Dept. band, however, we could not op- 
erate to fullest advantage without interfering with the Fire 
Dept. We now have our own base station which we acquired 
through the cooperation of the Civil Defense Agency on their 
matching funds program, and three mobile units in opera- 
tion. This equipment has been extremely helpful and has 
enabled us to handle both routine and emergency work more 
efficiently. 


A contract for replacing defective steel plates in the 
Woods Hole standpipe was awarded to the low bidder, Pitts- 
burgh Des Moines Steel Co., for the bid price of $6,450.00. 
The work was completed satisfactory and the tank is now 
in very good condition and should give many years of serv- 
ice. The painting was delayed to allow the mill scale to de- 
teriorate to provide a more satisfactory base for the paint. 
Next year we will contract for cleaning and painting the 
entire structure. 


As a result of the corrosion studies conducted at the 
experimental treatment plant in the Long Pond pumping 
station, it was decided late last spring to change the water 
treatment from the regular Calgon to a type known as Cal- 
gon T.G. The results to date have been satisfactory, however, 
it will be some time before we can fully evaluate the use of 
this material on a full scale basis. We shall continue to study 
various types of treatment and at the end of the year 
changes were being made in the experimental plant for a 
new series of tests. 


Total water pumped for the year was 565,470,600 gallons, 
a reduction of 14,579,300 gallons from 1957. This reflects 
the substantial increase in rainfall particularly during the 
summer months. Consumption on the peak day, July 21, was 
3,750,600 gallons and the week ending July 26 was the largest 
week when 22,568,600 gallons were pumped. The water level 
of Long Pond ranged from a low of 434” on January 7 to a 
high of 44” on June 15. 


The test run on the new diesel equipment installed late 
in 1957 was conducted in January and the completed project 
accepted and placed in service on April 1, 1958» This equip- 
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ment has performed exceptionally well and should give 
many years of service. Cost data to date indicates it should 
be an economical unit to operate and although it cannot be 
operated automatically, a schedule has been worked out 
using both diesel and electric power to fullest advantage. 


The sectional plans of the water system are nearing 
completion and good progress was made on the gate valve 
location ties. A card file system for each street showing the 
length, size and kind of pipe, date of installation and other 
pertinent data has been set up and we are now in the pro- 
cess of revising our record of the miles of mains in the sys- 
tem. 


Woods Hole Sewer 


The Tax Collector reported receipts of $2,409.47 on the 
betterment assessment and sewer use charges of $2,632.45 
were billed. 


During the year 11 new connections were installed mak- 
ing a total of 80. Response to the program voted by the Town 
whereby sewer connections would be installed from the main 
sewer to the property line by the Town and payment made 
Over a period of years has been disappointing. The Town 
sponsored this program anticipating that the majority of 
abutting property owners would cooperate thus enabling the 
Town to resurface the streets in this area. There would also 
be the added advantage of obtaining a more favorable price 
on a large number of installations under one contract. How- 
ever, only about a half dozen owners made definite applica- 
tions and it has not been determined if it would be ad- 
visable to contract for such a small number. 


Studies were made of the pumping problem and funds 
will be requested in our budget to replace the second ejector 
with a pump. The capacity of the pump will be sufficient to 
handle present peak loads with reserve capacity to cope with 
the anticipated increase in load. Although funds were avail- 
able in our budget for a flow meter, we did not install this 
equipment since it is advisable to work out the changes in 
piping for both the flow meter and pump in one project. 
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We wish to thank all our employees for their fine co- 
operation and loyalty and to express our appreciation to 
the various Town officials and department heads for the 
fine support we have received.

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Report of the Fish and Game Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit my fifth annual report as Town Fish 
and Game Warden for the year ending December 31, 1958. 

A total of six hundred and seventy one fishing, hunting, 
sporting and trapping licenses were examined by me. 

Thirty-nine abandoned house cats, five fox and nineteen 
woodchucks were disposed of. 

Four-hundred and sixty pheasants, all cock birds, and 
four-hundred quail were liberated just prior to, and during, 
hunting season. Fifteen hare of both sexes were released in 
the swampy area of the Town Forest early in February, as 
a start of a new project, establishing a hare population in 
most suitable areas of the Town. 

Seven deer carcasses were found on the beaches and in 
the woodland, these were picked up and disposed of. 

I traveled a total of 11,907 miles on deer dogging and 
jacking patrols, pheasant, rabbit, quail releases, wildlife and 
waterfowl surveys, investigations and complaints. 

Twenty-six violations were recorded, nine arrests were 
made, 201 investigations were completed, eleven first offend- 
ers were turned over to the State Division of Fisheries and 
Game, Depatment of Law Enforcement for corrective action. 

Two classes for junior firearms safety certificates were 
graduated and a total of thirty-one certificates of competance 
were issued by the Mass. Division of Fisheries and Game. 

Our annual wildlife food plantings were very successful 
due to the abundant supply of rain. This year we introduced 
both spring and fall plantings and the results were very 
gratifying. A total of nine plots were planted in various areas 
throughout the town bringing our working acreage to a total 
of 54, just four shot of our goal of sixty areas set in 1955. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Clerk and staff, Town Treasurer and staff, 
along with the citizens of our town, for their continued 
co-operation during this past year.

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1958. 

A total of 2,433 Family Permits and 89 Commercial Per- 
mits were examined, arrests were made and offenders for the 
first time were filed on record. 

A total of 15,761 miles were patrolled by boat and car. 

The valuation of the Shellfish Industy for 1958 was much 
less than in i957, due to the very poor Scallop season. The 
outlook for Scallops next year is a great deal better. 

One thousand two hundred and seventeen bushels of 
Quohogs were taken from Eel Pond, Woods Hole and reseeded 
in Great Harbor and Great Pond. 

Ninety two bushels of seed Quohogs were moved from 
the flat in Bournes Pond to deeper water. 

Due to the dredging of Falmouth Harbor and the poor 
crop of seed Quohogs in Eel Pond, Woods Hole, I have made 
arrangemens with the State to purchase seed for planting 
this year, in order to continue our Propagation Program. 

The Shellfish Department also has made arrangements 
to purchase seed Oysters and will work with the State in 
setting out Three Hundred and fifty Oyster traps. 

I have every hope that we will have between seven 
hundred and a thousand bushels of Oyster planted by Octo- 
ber this year. 

Two hundred and fifty bushels of Oysters were planted 
in Hamblin Pond and Pine Island River, West Falmouth. I 
am planning to open one of the areas when the ice clears. 

I am pleased to say that seed and adult clams are 
plentiful in most sections of the town. The department hopes 
to be able to say the same about Quohogs and Oysters. 


I wish to take this opportuity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and the citizens of the Town of Falmouth for 
their cooperation during the past year.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


TO the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In spite of changes and shortage of personnel and the 
resulting curtailment of library hours, the circulation has 
increased in 1958 about 5%, mostly childrens’ books, we are 
pleased to note. 


Miss Sharp resigned in September to accept a larger 
and more remunerative position in Plymouth, and Mrs. Mis- 
kell, first assistant, resigned for health reasons. Mrs. Hughes, 
with some help from Mrs. Sylvester from North Falmouth, 
carried on temporarily, and much credit is due her for faith- 
ful effort during this period. 


The Trustees learned that the old salary would not 
attract a new librarian, so asked and received from the 
Personnel Board an increase by which we were able to secure 
the services of Mrs. Hazel C. Atwood, librarian at Watertown, 
South Dakota, who for personal reasons was desirous of 
coming back to this section of Massachusetts. During the 
several weeks until she could be relieved of her duties there, 
it was decided to operate with our staff of assistants, which 
necessitated the closing during some evening hours. Mrs. At- 
wood came to us in late November, since which time all have 
been busy catching up the back work resulting from reduced 
personel, and Mrs. Atwood is planning much to improve our 
service and increase the usefullness of the library. Naturally 
this will call for a larger staff and larger expenditures. 


The Childrens Group are continuing their activities. The 
new heater installed in September is working satisfactorily. 
Care of the grounds was transferred in the Spring to the 
Park Department who have done excellently and here we 
wish to express our appreciation to them. 


At North Falmouth, the group which originated and has 
guided the operation there since it started with limited space 
in the Congregational Church, some years ago, desirous of 
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being relieved of this responsibility, has gradually withdrawn 
so that the Library there is now being handled by the Trust- 
ees as a branch of the Main Library. Mrs. Sylvester has been 
most helpful and we wish here to express our thanks to her. 
As shown in her report which follows, the circulation there 
has increased from 6,298 to 7,063, showing that the service 
is being used and appreciated by that community. 


We wish to thank the staff and all those who have given 
books and shown their interest during the year, and recom- 


mend perusal of the Librarians reports which follow.

Although the year 1958 did not bring a near 50 percent 
increase in circulation as did 1957, it is satisfying to note that 
despite a slight falling-off in summer circulation due to poor 
weather conditions, there has been an increase of over 10 per- 
cent, or 770 more books during the winter months.

William A. Putnam, III, of Putnam’s Book Shop loaned us 
two book collections, one built around the Oceanographic ex- 
hibit with books stressing the sea in all its phases, and the 
other around an asterial globe with knowledge regarding 
outer space. 


The library again gave an exhibit of local art this sum- 
mer. We were fortunate in having a collection of pastels and 
water colors done by Mrs. Richard F. DeCleverly, the former 
Miss Adelaide R. Hildreth, who at one time was supervisor 
of art in Falmouth schools. Much thanks are due Mrs. John H. 
Ciccolo who again conducted the childrens Story Hour each 
Wednesday during the winter months for five, six and seven 
year olds. 


Members of the North Falmouth Girl Scout Troop 97 have 
been in open days to learn library procedure to help win their 
merit badges. The North Falmouth Library Association has 
presented the Library with a set of Compton’s Pictured Ency- 
clopedia, as well as a full set of Shakespeare; plus other much 
needed reference material.

In addition to the above amount of work done by this 
Department, I feel that the people of the Town should be 
informed as to the continued interest shown by the person- 
nel in obtaining a still better knowledge of the performance 
of their duties as Police Officers. 
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During the Fall, Officer Reginald J. Campbell, Jr., at- 
tended the Massachusetts State Police Training School in 
Framingham, Mass., for one month. He graduated with an 
over-all average of 92%. 

Officer Arthur Lawrence also attended a fingerprinting 
course at the Massachusetts State Police School of Identifi- 
cation and Classification, Boston, Mass., two nights a week 
for ten weeks. He received a certificate from the school hav- 
ing passed with a mark in the nineties. 

Attending schools such as these, not only improves the 
efficiency of the Department, but brings up the moral of the 
Officers. 

Because of this, it is my intention to send two Officers 
to the Massachusetts State Police Training School this com- 
ing year. 

Due to the increase in breaks this year, I have recom- 
mended that Officer Campbell be appointed Special Officer 
to assist Detective Joseph Costa, Jr., with his work. I have 
also recommended Officer Arthur Lawrence be appointed a 
Special Officer to assist Detective Costa whenever identifi- 
cation and classification of fingerprints are needed. 


Eighty percent of the breaks this year were solved with 
the recovery of hundred of dollars worth of property. 


To fill the vacancy that existed in the Department, 
George W. Crocker was appointed a permanent member on 
November 16, 1958, having successfully passed the Civil Serv- 
ice Examination. 


It is with regret that I have to report three fatalities 
during the year against one last year. Two of these were 
caused by speeding and the third was unavoidable. 


With the increased activities this past Summer at Fal- 
mouth Heights and Silver Beach, I have inserted in this 
year’s budget a request for an extra Officer in each section 
for the Summer months. Falmouth Heights will have a 
mobile unit on duty until 6:00 a.m. to curb the disturbances 
which occurred last Summer. 

For the second successive year the Police Athletic League 


had an excellent attendance in its various activities. Ap- 
proximately sixty boys participated in the boxing and weight 
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lifting program, with twenty-five playing basketball and fif- 
teen in the swimming program. The age bracket of the 
members ranged from twelve to eighteen years. 


During the year the boxing and weight lifting teams, 
under the direction of Officer Paulino P. Roderiques, partic- 
ipated in nine boxing shows and weight lifting exhibitions 
with other Cape PAL teams. The boxng team was runner-up 
in the Cape PAL tournament. Members were entered in the 
New England Golden Gloves and the Otis Air Force boxing 
shows. 


The PAL basketball, under the direction of Officer Rich- 
ard L. Corey, had two teams in the Cape League, a Junior 
and a Senior. The Junior team won the Cape PAL champion- 
ship and the Senior team was a runner-up in the finals. 


For the second year the Falmouth Beach Committee has 
accepted boys who qualified in the life saving course as life 
guards at the Falmouth Beaches. The PAL Committee ap- 
preciated this co-operation. 


The PAL Entertainment Unit gave two shows and dances 
during the Winter months. The proceeds of one of these af- 
fairs was turned over to the local association for retarded 
children. 


The Committee wishes to thank Otis Air Base for its 
financial help and its splendid aid in furnishing instructors 
and exhibition officials. 


The complete program was made possible through the 
generosity of the local merchants, through the tireless efforts 
of the instructors and through the complete co-operation of 
the PAL members who participated in and worked hard to 
make all of the special events successful. PAL is proud to 
state that all finances were obtained from these sources and 
that no appropriation from the Town was needed. 


A Pistol Team was organized in October of this year 
under the direction of Officer Kenneth C. Smith, after not 
having one for several years. The team entered competition 
with other Police Departments on the Cape. It will continue 
next year with one year’s experience of being in competition 
matches. 
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Income from parking meters has increased from $7,395.41 
in 1956 to $11,752.90 in 1958. This increase can be partially 
contributed to the change in paying meter fines. 


The meters in Falmouth were paid for in full on August 
1, 1958. There has been an article inserted in the 1959 War- 
rant to continue paying half of the proceeds to the Company 
until the Woods Hole meters are paid for. 


Eight meters were removed from School St., Woods Hole, 
last Summer and “No Parking” signs were installed on both 
sides of the street to ease the flow of traffic during the Sum- 
mer months. 


An article has also been inserted in this year’s Warrant 
to install parking meters along the shore front in Falmouth 
Heights to be in operation for the Summer months only. 


Several meters were damaged by motor vehicles this past 
year and restitution has been made to the Town. 


Once again the Department has received an award from 
the American Automobile Association of Massachusetts for 
its achievement of no pedestrian deaths for the year 1957. 


In closing, I wish to take this opportunity, on behalf of 
myself and the Officers of the Department, to thank the 
voters of the Town for their support of the 5% raise at the 
last annual Town meeting.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of the Town of Falmouth 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


This has been a year of searching appraisal of education 
and, I suggest, of at least faltering progress. Some of the 
great private educational institutions, Harvard not least 
among them, have given inspiring demonstration of their 
capacity to attract to themselves money in unprecedented 
amounts in support of their commitments to educational ex- 
cellence. The nation, through the National Defense Education 
Act, has taken steps toward bringing to bear greater re- 
sources in support of education, though the effect is presently 
hardly visible at the local level. Dr. Conant’s report on the 
American high school reminds us of our educational tradition, 
spotlights our strengths and weaknesses, and charts a way 
by which a school can acquire the mark of quality. Among 
school people, generally, I seem to sense an attitude that 
good teaching is being more and more appreciated, and 
that a teacher’s good efforts are becoming more likely than 
formerly to be matched by corresponding out-put on the part 
of greater numbers of pupils. 


It is difficult to assess these things, and perhaps intui- 
tions so vague should not be written here, but I sense a 
feeling in many educational quarters that despite problems 
resulting from increased enrollment and from the ravages 
of continued inflation, schools, even the local schools, have 
reacted to the new conditions and, at least, held the line. 


The New East Falmouth School 

The most exciting stimulus to higher accomplishment 
in the elementary school this year, of course, has been the 
completion of the New East Falmouth School as scheduled. 
The addition of this fine building to our equipment makes 
for greatly improved educational opportunities for the chil- 
dren in the East Falmouth district. The resulting consequent 
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relieving of enrollment pressures in other areas has also made 
possible a small reduction in ratio of pupils to teachers. This 
is a controlling factor in determining the quality of education. 


The Joplin Reading Plan 


A new organizational plan for the teaching of reading 
in the intermediate grades in the elementary schools has 
been adopted after more than a year’s study. 


The plan, similar to the widely publicized Joplin Plan, 
is intended to make more efficient use of staff in the teaching 
of reading and to provide the individual student with oppor- 
tunity in the school to pursue his special reading interests 
and to stretch his reading abilities. Under the new plan, 
pupils are assigned to reading classes according to their 
reading level, without regard to grade placement or age. 
Teachers are thus able to plan a reading program for a group 
of pupils at similar levels of achievement and with similar 
reading problems. 


Foreign Language in the Elementary School 


A start has been made this year toward providing instruc- 
tion in conversational French in the elementary schools. For 
two twenty minute periods a week, children in Grade 3 
throughout the school system receive instruction from a 
French teacher. The instruction is designed to develop facil- 
ity in articulation of the language, to give insights into the 
nature of language, and to serve as a sound base later for 
more formal foreign language study. If present plans materi- 
alize, this instruction will be supplemented next year by a 
television course in the language given in the elementary 
schools. 


T. V. School 


Experimentation has been carried on in the Village School 
in the use of the educational programs presented for schools 
from WGBH-TV by the Eastern Massachusetts Council for 
school television. The budget for 1959 provides funds for all 
our schools to subscribe to this program. Television sets will 
be installed in all schools so that full use can be made of 
the programs and of the supplementary materials developed 
by the council. 
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Accelerating Classes 

Fast learning classes for mature pupils have been set up 
in each school where there is sufficient enrollment to require 
two or more divisions to a grade. 


Remedial Classes 

On the other hand, two special remedial classes, in addi- 
tion to the one initiated one year ago, have been organized 
for children who need special attention because of learning 
handicaps. 


Art and Physical Education 

A supervisor of physical education and a supervisor of 
art are again, after a lapse, working in the Falmouth elemen- 
tary schools, and the programs under these supervisors are 
prospering. 
Music 

The achievements of the high school musical organiza- 
tions and the existence of the orchestras in the Village-Hall 
Elementary School and the orchestra at East Falmouth Ele- 
mentary School attest to the value and effectiveness of the 
instrumental music instruction in the schools over the years. 
Some 162 children are now receiving individual and group 
instrumental lessons in the elementary schools and forty-five 
others in the junior-senior high school. To carry on this 
growing program and to maintain an adequate basic vocal 
music program in the schools an additional teacher in music 
should be added. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL 


Evaluation of the High School 

During the year, Lawrence High School enjoyed the ex- 
perience of being evaluated by the New England Association 
of Secondary Schools and Colleges. The visiting committee 
of fifteen from the Association, having spent three days ex- 
amining school, consulting with teachers and pupils and 
checking the data prepared by the staff over a period of more 
than a year, rated the school good to very good on the ten 
major areas of evaluation. As a result, Lawrence High School 
has been continued as a member of the Association. 
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The Testing Program 

The results of the comprehensive standardized testing 
program conducted in the schools are evidence of continuing 
good pupil achievement. In each grade, from 3 to 11, stand- 
ardized test batteries have been given, covering six to nine 
areas of academic achievement. More than nineteen thou- 
sand tests have been administered. They have been scored 
by I.B.M. test scoring machine. 


Though the test results are mainly useful in the analysis 
of individual pupil performance as an aid to guidance and for 
improving individual instruction, the composite scores are 
of some interest. 


In grades 9 through 11, twenty-four areas of achievement 
were tested; nine in grade 9; nine in grade 10; and six in 
grade 11. The average scores achieved by Falmouth pupils 
on six of these tests exceeded the average achieved in that 
grade in 95% of the schools reporting; the local averages in 
seven other tests were above those obtained in 80% of the 
schools reporting. In only two of the twenty-four test areas 
did the Falmouth average fall below the 50th percentile. In 


those areas, Falmouth average scores exceed those of 45% 
of the schools reporting. 


A summary of the average performance in relation to 
the expected results in the several grades is shown below.

Signs of Progress 
In other places, too, evidence of interest in matters aca- 
demic and intellectual are to be adduced if one wills to find 
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them: in the quality of accomplishment of many of the pu- 
pils who exhibit at the Annual Science Fair; in the enthusi- 
asm with which a number of pupils have accepted the chal- 
lenge of advanced placement in certain science, mathematics, 
and language courses; in the continued excellence of the 
Student Intelligencer, nationally recognized year after year 
by high awards from Columbia Scholastic Press; in the re- 
spect with which our National Merit Scholarship finalist is 
viewed by his fellows. 


We have other good reports from diverse sources. We 
are advised by Mr. Mills, director of physical education, of 
the great variety of offerings and of increased participation 
in the voluntary athletic program, which supplements re- 
quired physical education. Tennis, cross country, soccer, 


freshman football, he says, were additions to the program in 
1958. Sixteen different teams with 424 participants repre- 
sented the school in 145 games. 


As if to match this record, Miss Kenney, the school libra- 
rian, reports that the library business is thriving. Circula- 
tion of books from the school library during the period Sep- 
tember to December, 1958, has increased 50% over that for 
the same period a year ago. Borrowings from the high 
school collection of about 4,000 books totaled 16,292 in 1958. 


THE SCHOOL PROGRAM 

In Falmouth 99% of our school-age population attends 
the local public schools. So far as our records show, but 
twenty-six pupils out of a total school population of nearly 
2,900 attend independent schools. This is an unusual condi- 
tion. It suggests that the Falmouth high school program 
should maintain broad enough offerings to meet the needs 
of all the children, but with a substantial emphasis on aca- 
demic preparation leading to admission to schools beyond 
the high school. 

This emphasis is shown in the following percentages of 


the present junior class enrolled in the curricula offered by 
the school. 
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College entrance preparing 41% 
Commercial 19% 
Industrial Arts 12% 
Household Arts 5% 
Other 10% 


That forty-six of the 104 graduates in 1958 attended 
some school beyond high school indicates that this distribu- 
tion of pupils in the several courses is appropriately related 
to the pupils’ purposes. 


The following table shows the number of graduates at- 
tending each kind of institution:

The Schools’ Responsibility for College Preparation 
Concerning entrance to colleges I would repeat with 
whatever further emphasis I can give what I have written 
before. The preparation of students for further formal edu- 
cation remains obviously a substantial responsibility of the 
school. During the next decade or so, secondary schools will 
be graduating an ever-increasing number of pupils. Among 
these, competition for places in entering college classes will 
be intensified. Admission to first-rate schools will then be 
more than ever reserved to those demonstrating intelligence 
and academic accomplishment and other competencies and 
interests likely to be influenced by formal schooling. 


The school can and will continue to set up the formal 
courses necessary for the pupils being admitted to whatever 
school he chooses. It will try to maintain, in avowedly col- 
lege divisions, a standard of academic accomplishment con- 
sistent with the expectations of the colleges. It will try to 
see that the classes are small enough to insure the student 
of reasonable attention. It will provide the best teachers it 
can procure. In classroom, in library, in laboratory, and in 
other areas of the school where students assemble, it will try 
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to arouse curiosity for learning. These things the school can 
and must try to do, but the trying will not of itself insure 
that the individual student will be successful. Success de- 
pends also upon qualities of intelligence, of conscience and 
of character within the learner himself and upon the stimu- 
lus to aspire and to achieve, which he derives from all the 
rest of his environment as well as from the school. To pro- 
vide this stimulus is the business of all of us—not alone the 
school. Concerning this business, the staff of the school in- 
vites those who are interested to consult and work with 
them. 


Guide Posts for a Developing Educational Program 

In order to maintain and improve quality of education 
in the secondary school in spite of increasing school enroll- 
ment, a number of considerations have been Kept in mind. 
The anual school budget reflects concern for these factors: 


1. To maintain a reasonable pupil-staff ratio. (With in- 
creasing enrollments, this means annual additions to the 
staff. In 1955, for an enrollment of 873, there were 41 staff 
members assigned to the high school. The budget for 1959 
calls for fifty-five staff members for 1200 pupils. Thus, the 
pupil-staff ratio remains 21.4 to 1, approximately what it 
was in 1955. The average for the state is 21.25 to 1.) 


2. To maintain teachers’ salaries at a level at least 
comparable with that paid in other communities with which 
Falmouth schools compete for staff members. (Average salary 
of Falmouth elementary school teachers and principals, in 1959 
will be $5,073; of high school teachers and principals, $5,500.) 


3. To maintain a balance of offerings in the areas of 
college preparatory, commercial, industrial arts and house- 
hold arts suitable to the needs of our student body. 


4. To keep enrollment in classes in courses with labor- 
atory requirements to reasonable numbers, twenty-four or 
under. 

5. To limit the size of classes assigned to teachers of 


such courses as English—where effective teaching requires 
meticulous attention to pupils’ papers. 
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6. To build up in all courses a sufficient variety of sec- 
tions in major subjects so that pupils with comparable drive 
and interests may be grouped advantageously together for 
instruction. 

7. To improve and expand guidance facilities and per- 
sonnel as a means of helping pupils to discover and make 
the most of their talents. 

8. To administer a comprehensive testing program as 
an aid to guidance and as a source of data for improvement 
of instruction. 

9. To develop and maintain solid courses in the often 
neglected areas of art and music. 

10. To provide wide opportunities for pupil participa- 
tion in athletics, and ample opportunity for pupils to prac- 
tice social relationships and leadership in other worth while 
activities. 

11. To maintain and improve the library as a teach- 
ing and learning center of the school community. 

12. To add to equipment, books, tools and teaching 
materials commensurately with the increased numbers of 
pupils. 

13. To maintain the plant in good condition and to 
make it serviceable, not only as a school, but as a center of 
many other community purposes. 


THE SCHOOL BUDGET FOR 1959 


With the above considerations in mind, the School Bud- 
get for 1959 has been prepared. It calls for a total budget of 
$954,700.00 of which the Town is asked to appropriate $884,- 
700.00, the remaining $70,000.00 to be provided by the Fed- 
eral Government. 

Of the total budget, $743,429.00 is for salaries; the re- 
mainder, $211,271.00 is for all other items of material, equip- 
ment or service. This is an increase in the requested appro- 
priation of $131,711.00 over the amount appropriated in 1958. 

As income on account of education, however, the Town 
will receive $143,342.00. This amount exceeds the receipts in 
1958 by $24,607.00. Thus the net increase to be derived from 
local tax is $107,104.00. 
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The estimated cost per pupil for 1959 will be $370.56 for 
the junior-senior high school. The estimated elementary 
school cost per-pupil will be $274.38. These costs are com- 
parable with the estimated average per-pupil costs for edu- 
cation in the state. 


Shown below are the proposed expenditures under each 
general area of the budget and that portion of the total per- 
pupil cost devoted to each item.

NEED FOR NEW INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 

In 1952, the year the high school was to have been com- 
pleted, enrollment in grades 7-12 was 652. This year, it is 
1,171. So far as we are able to predict, enrollment will in- 
crease each year until in 1966 it will exceed 1,500. Thus, for 
the past two years the high school has been occupied by 
pupils beyond the limit of its capacity to provide a setting 
for a full educational program. 

As a result, for many pupils educational opportunities 
have been diminished. In the junior high school grades, 
classes are too large for superior teaching. Since additional 
rooms are not available, the classes cannot be reduced in size. 
As the school continues to grow, classes will become larger 
instead of smaller. 

Crowded as pupils are within the available spaces, ade- 
quate separation of the junior high school grades from the 
senior high school is no longer possible. Offerings in in- 
dustrial arts have been reduced for both junior and Senior 
high schools; there is little or no opportunity left for elec- 
tive courses in household arts; the art department has re- 
treated from two art rooms into one, even while larger num- 
bers are clamoring to enroll in art courses; the commercial 
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office practice room has become a small general classroom. 
The library is too small now both to contain the book col- 
lection and to serve as a reading room for all pupils. The 
agriculture room has been turned into a junior high school 
classroom, and agriculture is housed in a small room on the 
second floor. The music room has become a general class- 
room, and music groups now preempt the auditorium. In- 
strumental instruction is conducted in a storage room. Re- 
quired physical education has been dropped in grades eleven 
and twelve. 


There are now four sessions of cafeteria, the first group 
eating at 10:30 a.m. The cafeteria is now a study hall. 


Unless more space is provided, these unhappy adjust- 
ments to increasing population in the secondary schools are 
but portents of more to come. Within a year or two, some 
form of double sessions will be inevitable. 


CONCLUSION 

I wish to close this report by expressing gratitude to the 
townspeople of Falmouth for their concern for the problems 
of the school, to the elected officials for their co-operation, 
to the school staff for their loyalty and professional support, 
to the children of Falmouth for their continuous inspiration, 
and to the school committee for their sincere and devoted 
service.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


The School Building Needs Committee has had two as- 
signments: to attend to the details relating to the construction 
of the New East Falmouth School, and to prepare recom- 
mendations concerning a site or sites for new school con- 
struction. 


The East Falmouth Elementary School 

Occupied as scheduled at the opening of school in Sep- 
tember, the New East Falmouth Elementary School was form- 
ally dedicated to the purpose of education with appropriate 
ceremony, November 16, 1958. 

A contract for the landscaping planned by H. V. Lawrence, 
Inc., was awarded to Littlefield Wyman Nurseries, Inc. This 
work is also substantially complete. Final payments on both 
construction and landscaping contracts will be made when 
the architects have testified that all the terms of the speci- 
fications have been satisfactorily met. Purchase of certain 
items of furnishing and equipment has been postponed until 
the Committee is assured that all contingencies in construc- 
tion have been accounted for. 


New School Needs 

For the past two years the need for additional school 
facilities to relieve the over-crowding of the high school has 
become increasingly apparent. Eleven hundred and seventy- 
one pupils in grades 7-12 are now enrolled in the Lawrence 
High School, a building planned for 1,000 pupils or, with some 
sacrifice of educational quality, for a maximum of 1,100. By 
the year 1966, enrollment will be 1,565 and rising. 

The School Committee has called our attention to adverse 
affects of excessive numbers upon the high school. They say 
that unless additional school space is provided, the pupils of 
the secondary school will be required to attend staggered 
shifts or “double session’’. While this solution may have merit 
as a temporary expediency, it is viewed by the Committee 
with disfavor as a long range solution to school housing 
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problems. Whatever economies seem to accrue from it are at 
the expense of reduced time of children in school, of dimin- 
ished education, and of intolerable disruption of established 
patterns of family living. 


An Intermediate School Proposed 

The Committee has given thought also to the possibility 
of attaching to the present high school building, (or of con- 
structing elsewhere on the present high school site), facilities 
to provide adequately for the anticipated increase in enroll- 
ment. If the problem were limited merely to the adding of 
a few classrooms—and if that were, indeed, the end—this 
would obviously be an economical and therefore a desirable 
solution. But the problem is larger than that. It consists 
in the need to build on an already inadequate site nearly a 
complete additional school with library, shop, area for phys- 
ical education, etc. It is doubtful whether State Aid could 
be had for such a project on such a limited site. In any 
case, the cost of building these facilities (with or without 
state aid) on the present high school site, would appear not 
to be substantially less than the cost of breaking out into a 
new site, where a school could be built, providing not only 
facilities for our predictable needs but also room for expand- 
ing economically to meet the requirements of the unforesee- 
able future. 


For these reasons the Committee proposes the building 
of a new intermediate school for grades seven and eight and 
possibly of grade six from the Village School. Lawrence High 
School,—grades 7 and 8 having been withdrawn,—would then 
become a four year high school, providing ample space for 
increased pupil enrollment and for adaptations to new educa- 
tional practices, now and in the future. 


The new school should be planned to be flexible as to 
the grades it will accomodate and it should be capable of 
expansion to meet school population changes. 


A Recommendation—School Site 

As a setting for such an intermediate school, a site is 
needed of not less than twenty acres of useable land, prefer- 
ably more. Since the school is intended to serve pupils from 
all parts of the Town, this site should be in a central location 
with good access to established or projected roads. 
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Of the several sites surveyed by the Committee, one plot 
of land composed of four parcels held by four different 
owners seems ideally to meet these conditions for a central 
school site. The Committee recommends that this plot of 
land consisting of the four parcels be acquired by the Town 
at the Annual Town Meeting. The main parcel of some six- 
teen acres of land owned by the E. C. Russell Estate fronts 
1,000 feet along the Southerly side of Jones Road between 
Coonamessett Corner and Route 28, East, and extends back 
a thousand feet to the shore of Morse Pond. The second 
parcel of some four acres is contiguous with the western 
boundary of the Russell property but has no frontage on 
Jones Road. This piece is owned by the Mabel M. Lee Trust. 
The third and fourth pieces of property, nearly five acres of 
low land, owned in part by Alexander Morin and in part by 
Russell Nickerson, provides access to the present school ath- 
letic field and to the proposed Dillingham Avenue. The total 
acreage of these four parcels composing the proposed site is 
about 25 acres. 


A Recommendation—Plan 

Besides acquiring this land, the Committee also strongly 
recommends that moneys be appropriated at the Annual Town 
Meeting for educational specifications and preliminary archi- 
tectual plans for new central school facilities to be construc- 
ted on this proposed site.

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Report of Town Hall Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Starting in 1952 as the Committee to Study the Advisa- 
bility of Using the Old Lawrence High School Building for 
a Town Hall and/or Town Offices, this committee has made 
numerous recommendations in an effort to find an acceptable 
method of providing a suitable town hall. 


The first recommendation was against the suggestion of 
using the old Lawrence High School. This recommendation 
was accepted by the Town and the building was removed and 
we feel that this has improved the appearance of the area 
involved. The next approach was to consider enlarging the 
present Town Hall by adding wings on either side as had 
been proposed originally many years ago. The committee did 
not recommend this and stated that this “ ... would pro- 
duce a more crowded building arrangement than presently 
exists. The additional wings would occupy land now available 
for access and parking and the proposed Hamlin Avenue ex- 
tension would further reduce the Town Hall area.” It was 
proposed that a new town hall be constructed in the area 
in back of the Community Center building and an article 
to this effect appeared in the warrant for the 1956 Annual 
Town Meeting. The article was referred to the 1957 Annual 
Town Meeting and inasmuch as this committee was not too 
optimistic about the chances for its adoption, it then recom- 
mended that the Town consider the possibility of obtaining, 
from the School Department, the Village School and the 
Henry W. Hall School for conversion to a town hall and recre- 
ation building, respectively. It is believed that this was a very 
good recommendation and that it was well received by many 
people. However, the School Department obviously cannot 
surrender these buildings until they have at least a com- 
parable amount of space into which they can move. With the 
recent construction of the East Falmouth School and the 
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imminence of a new intermediate school, it does not appear 
that the School Department is planning to seek further 
funds for yet another school or schools which would enable 
them to vacate the Village and Hall Schools. 


Accordingly, it is the judgement of this committee that 
the Town is not prepared to spend whatever sum of money 
may be involved to provide an adequate town hall and for 
this reason the committee asks that it be discharged. It is 
most unfortunate that this condition exists in view of the 
great importance to the Town of having an attractive, up-to- 
date town hall in a convenient location with adequate space 
for parking and other purposes. On the other hand, it is 
recognized that the Town has a considerable financial burden 
in paying for its new schools and if a new sewer is voted 
for Main Street this will add still further to the tax rate. 


The committee wishes to thank all who have cooperated 
with it over the years and, also, those who were kind enough 
to offer words of encouragement.

Sub-Committee Interim Report: 


From the report of the Falmouth Recreation Building 
Committee for 1957: 


“The Recreation Building Committee has submitted in 
the 1958 warrant for consideration at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing an article to see if the Town is willing to change the 
name of the Falmouth Recreation Building Committee to the 
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Falmouth Social Advisory Committee and add to its comple- 
ment additional members vitally concerned and interested in 
the well-being of Falmouth and its citizens. With the advent 
of the growth of this Town and its increased population, this 
Committee feels it can better serve Falmouth with the broad- 
ening of its scope of activities to care for the needs arising 
in this Community. Considerable study has been made of this 
possibility and the Committee earnestly requests that the 
Townspeople will carefully consider this proposal.” 


The request was granted by the Town Meeting and the 
new Committee was authorized to consider the social welfare 
needs of the Town, to make recommendations thereon, and, 
after discussing these recommendations with the Planning 
Board and Finance Committee, present a report to the next 
annual Town Meeting embodying these recommendations. 


The present Falmouth Social Advisory Committee thus 
consists of the nine members appointed by the Town Modera- 
tor and, in addition, the Superintendent of Schools, the Pres- 
ident of Central Falmouth P. T. A., the Director of the Fal- 
mouth Nursing Association, and a member or representative 
of the Board of Selectmen. Of these, a sub-committee to deal 
directly with Falmouth’s social welfare needs was formed 
and this Committee set up seven areas that were deemed 
worthy of investigation. Realizing that an amount of work 
much greater that could be handled by its own membership 
was involved in the necessary fact-finding essential for any 
valid recommendation for Town action, the Town was drawn 
upon for additional personnel who, because of particular 
training, experience, or interest, could be expected to conduct 
objective and intelligently planned surveys. 


The seven fact-finding groups and their areas of investi- 
gation are: 


1. Trained Social Worker Needs: To determine whether 
graduate social workers, if utilized by the educational, cor- 
rectional welfare department, health, and church personnel 
of the Town, could be expected to solve problems construc- 
tively that at present can be handled only on a temporizing 
basis; whether the extent of such problems is such as to 
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justify the cost of the social workers; to determine the num- 
ber of such workers needed; how they can be merged with 
existing facilities and agencies: what the costs would be; and 
how much of this cost could be met from sources other than 
Town tax money. 

2. Senior Citizen Needs: With the increase in our popu- 
lation of the percentage of people past working age, there are 
a number of returned senior citizens who cannot quite make 
the necessary adjustments to not having regular daily tasks 
and become bored or depressed, cannot find the energy to 
seek companionship, and mope and complain, causing hard- 
ship to their families and endangering their own mental and 
physical health. It becomes necessary to determine whether 
these are in sufficient number to justify an effort to provide 
full-time facilities, a hang-out, so to speak, where creative 
hobbies can be cultivated and companionship found. 


3. Trained Marriage Counsellor Needs: It is becoming 
more certain that the professional marriage counsellor serves 
a needed purpose in our society by helping couples that are 
having serious difficulty in adjusting to each other and to 
the responsibilities of a marital relationship to face the reali- 
ties of married life and to develop insight into their own 
conflicts, attitudes, and motivations that may be creating 
purposeless difficulties. Does the town have need for such 
a counsellor? Can such a counsellor be made available and, if 
so, can a plan be developed that would enable couples to have 
such aid who cannot pay the full private fee? 


4. Health Education Needs: Are there programs that can 
be instituted in the Town that would make it easier for the 
people of Falmouth to have greater understanding of physical 
and mental hygiene and that would enable parents to better 
understand the factors involved in the develoment of emo- 
tionally stable children? Can the Health Department and 
the School System do more along these lines and, if so, how? 
What can be done to give the people of Falmouth greater 
interest in, and better understanding of, public health prob- 
lems? 

5. Youth Study: What is now available and what should 
be added to meet the following postulated needs of our adoles- 
cents? 
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Non-detrimental hangouts. 
Stimulation along intellectual and cultural lines outside 
of school curricula. 


The development of healthy social attitudes such as a 
positive desire to be a good citizen with all the im- 
plications thereof. 


The ability to recognize and handle the realities of life 
without recourse to defense patterns that are de- 
structive to self or are antisocial. 


6. Volunteer Pool: There are undoubtedly many Fal- 
mouth citizens who would gladly donate a few hours of their 
time to make possible sponsored non-profit activities that 
are at present handicapped by a lack of chaperones, athletic 
coaches, transportation, and other types of adult aid. These 
potential volunteers have, at present no way of knowing 
when and where they are needed, nor do the sponsors of 
social, athletic, and other recreational activities know who 
is available for such voluntary help. A group that could act 
as intermediary between the volunteers and the groups that 
need their services would render a useful service to the 
people of Falmouth. 


7. Pre-School Nursery Needs: Ther are families receiv- 
ing public financial assistance where the situation exists of 
a mother who wants to take full-time employment but can- 
not find adequate nursery facilities for her children and 
where, because of unfortunate emotional tensions in the 
home, both the mother and children would be benefited if the 
mother could work and the children receive daytime nursery 
care. Are there a sufficient number of these to indicate the 
need for a low-cost pre-school nursery? Eligibility for such 
nursery care would deend upon financial need, a strong desire 
on the part of the parent to have outside employment, and 
aproval by a social worker. What are the practical aspects 
involved in the setting up of such a project? What would be 
the cost and how would this cost be apportioned between the 
Town and the involved family? 

Any social welfare program that could be programmed 
by the Falmouth Social Advisory Committee must of neces- 
sity consider the following factors: 
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(1.) The recommendations of the fact-finding groups. 

(2.) The availability of the Hall School as a Town Rec- 
reation Building. This depends on what the Town does about 
the recommendations of the Town Hall Needs Committee, 
Planning Board, and School Committee to convert the Village 
School to a new Town Hall, build new schools, leaving the 
Hall School available to the Town as a recreational center. 

(3.) The willingness of the Town to contribute to its 
social welfare needs. To make available $10,000.00 in tax mon- 
ey, the tax rate must rise by approximately 25 cents. For this 
$10,000.00 the owner of a home worth $15,000.00 and who is 
therefore, taxed on a basis of $7,500.00 (14 of true value), pays 
a little more than one-half cent a day in taxes. Once the cost 
of a comprehensive social welfare program for Falmouth can 
be approximated, it will be possible for each taxpayer to 
determine his daily cost. He will then be in a position to 
match cost against expected benefits and thus have a rational 
basis for the opinion that he will express to his Town Meeting 
representatives. 

It would appear to your Committee that wisdom would 
dictate the setting up of a program while Falmouth is still 
small enough to have its social welfare needs relatively 
simple. A program already in existance can be expanded as 
needed without too great difficulty. Once Falmouth has grown 
to a size that presents problems of great magnitude and 
complexity, the initiation of a social welfare program from 
scratch could present organizational and financial difficulties 
that might very well be insurmountable. 

For the coming year, a consolidation of some of the 
above committees will be affected so as to reduce duplications 
of effort and to present a program to the people of the Town 
of Falmouth. 

We have deliberately avoided discussing in this report 
the availability of funds other than tax money, the question 
of voluntary as opposed to Town financial support, or the 
organization of the Committee and its fact-finding groups 
into a coordination council and member agencies. These are 
all matters to be reported upon at a later date. 

It is hoped that the newspapers serving the Town of Fal- 
mouth realizing the importance of this subject to the people 
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of the Town, will, from time to time, use their columns and 
staff for the presentation of informative articles on the var- 
ious aspects of the matters presented here and for discussions 
of what other communities have been doing along these lines. 


As always, the Social Advisory Committee and its Direct- 
ors stand ready to welcome new projects for recreational serv- 
ices in Falmouth, and it is their sincere wish to serve its 
citizens and their youth in their best interests and in the 
advancement of good recreational activity for them.

The trees used in the planting of the new Marina 
Park at Falmouth Harbor were transplanted from the nursery. 
The cooperation of the Tree Warden and the Town Forest 
Committee in attaining this goal cannot be underestimated 
and the sincere appreciation of the Committee is extended to 
them at this time. 

The policy of planting trees in locations suggested by 
the townspeople was followed again this year but in that a 
late fall planting was decided upon, the frost situation came 
upon us; so this work has had to be deferred to the Spring 
of 1959. 

The Committee wishes to express their gratification to 
those citizens on whose property trees were planted in the 
Spring of 1957 for the excellent care which they have taken 
of the trees and thus greatly augmented the work of the 
Committee. 

It is hoped that the voters of the town will continue to 
approve all monies recommended for further tree planting 
by the finance committee. The value of this work is para- 
mount to maintaining trees along our streets not only in re- 
placing those trees which are destroyed by disease or removed 
for one reason or another but also in setting out new trees. 
A town devoid of trees on its public thoroughfares presents 
a cold welcome to any visitor whether he be just passing by 
or contemplating a permanent residence in the area. We 
must by proper allocation of the monies at hand endeavor 
to spend them wisely and not lose sight of the smaller items 
which are really the larger investments in relation to their 
value in the Town’s affluence and growth as a progressive 
community.

Tree Planting Committee 
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Report of Claims and Suits 


February 3, 1959 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


I submit herewith my report for the calendar year 1958 
of the claims and suits against the Town of Falmouth includ- 
ing two suits against some of the Town Officers. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1958. 


1. John Cahill p.p.a. vs Inhabitants of the Town of Fal- 
mouth. Barnstable Superior Court No. 24185. 


In this case brought on August 31, 1956, John Cahill, a 
minor claimed he received personal injuries because his auto- 
mobile went into a hole in the hardened surface of the public 
road near Great Pond Bridge. Statements of our witnesses 
indicated there were no personal injuries and no automobile 
damages. This $10,000. case was settled for $150. at the Pre- 
Trial session of the Barnstable Superior Court. 


2. George Skulsky et al vs Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth, and Antone B. Couto, Jr., Tree Warden and 
Moth Supt. Plymouth Superior Court No. 35593. 


Plaintiffs claimed loss of one cow and injuries to other 
cows alleged to have been caused by eating poison which it 
was claimed fell from spraying the trees along the public 
ways. 

Demurrers had been filed on behalf of all defendents. 


These denied legal liability. Various attempts had been made 
to have these demurrers heard by the Court. Finally hearing 
on them was set for October 7, 1958 at Brockton, which was 
same date of the Superior Court Session opening at Barn- 
stable, Attorney Thomas W. Prince of Brockton was retained 
to argue the demurrers and after this hearing demurrers 
were sustained which meant plaintiffs had no valid cause of 
action. 

An attempt was made by plaintiffs to amend their dec- 
laration and, also, for further delay. The delay was opposed. 
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The case was reassigned for trial hearing at Plymouth at 
which time plaintiffs gave up their attempts to establish a 
valid claim of damages and the case was dismissed by the 
Court. 

That there was no legal liability of Town officials in a 
claim of this kind was an important principle to be estab- 
lished by a Court decision. 


3. City of Boston vs Town of Falmouth. 
Suffolk Superior Court No. 501506. 


Boston had brought suit against Falmouth claiming reim- 
bursement in the total amount of $6,458.26 for welfare aid in 
Boston to various persons alleged to have legal settlements 
in Falmouth. Many of these claims had in conferences been 
eliminated as paid and as not well founded. Those that re- 
mained were heard by Maurice Caro, Esquire as Master at 
Boston. He found that there still remained a balance of 
$2,844.13 owed by Falmouth to Boston which was paid follow- 
ing this decision. 


4. S§. Charles Genovese vs Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth and the Pratt Contracting Company, Inc. 
Suffolk Superior Court No. 498787. 


This was a claim of $5,633.77 by a subcontractor of Pratt 
Contracting Co., Inc. who were the general contractors on 
the construction of the Senior-Junior Lawrence High School 
We had to be ready for trial on several occasions but were 
unable to obtain an actual trial. As it would have cost con- 
siderable for a trial of this case in Boston it was considered 
for the benefit to settle for the small sum of $450. which was 
done. 


5. Ruth L. Durkee vs Inhabitants of Falmouth. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24165 


This was a case where the plaintiff claimed a substantial 
sum as damages for the land taken from her by the Town 
and for damages to her remaining land resulting from the 
taking for a public way extending from Lowry Street, across 
Harborway Road to Scranton Avenue. 

In view of the appraisal figure of the Town’s appraiser of 
plaintiff’s damages it was considered wise to settle this case. 
Therefore, settlement was agreed upon at $1,350. 


6. Building Inspector, Jennings vs Norman Gingrass et 
ux. 
Supreme Judicial Court No. 5777. 


This case involved an action brought and heard in the 
Superior Court at Barnstable. The result of the trial at Barn- 
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stable before Judge Hudson was a Court Decree whereby Gin- 
grass was restrained from using his garage near the shore 
of Oyster Pond as a place for the storage of his seaplane. 
Gingrass appealed to the Massachusetts Supreme Court. 
Briefs were prepared and filed and on December 5, 1958 this 
appeal was argued orally before the Full Court in Boston. 

The decision of the Full Court was that it was a violation 
to use the Gingrass “garage” to store his seaplane and that 
the Decree of Judge Hudson be affirmed. 


7. Falmouth Harbor Motel, Inc. vs J. Edward Nickerson 


et al. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24893. 


This was a zoning appeal filed in the Barnstable Superior 
Court against the Board of Selectmen seeking to nullify the 
action of the Board of Selectmen in granting a permit for a 
motel on three adjoining lots located in Robbins Road, Fal- 
mouth. The case was fully heard at Barnstable before Judge 
Frank E. Smith. His decision recently handed down was a 
dismissal of this appeal. Plaintiff has filed exceptions so this 
case may go ito the Supreme Court. 


8. Building Inspector vs Wallace Marrow et ux. 
Barnstable Superior Court No, 24129. 


In this case a Final Decree had been entered on the find- 
ings in the Master’s Report. The Board of Appeals have since 
denied the application of these defendants, which application 
if granited in effect would have partially relieved the alleged 
violation of the Zoning By-Law. 


B. Cases Pending as of December 31, 1958. 


1. Andrew Barboza vs Elijah Adlow, Chief Justice of the 
Municipal Court of Boston et als. 
Supreme Judicial Court No. 527497. 


This matter was first heard before the Falmouth Board 
of Selectmen; then on the Barboza appeal was heard by the 
Hearing Officer of the Civil Service Commissioners and after 
the decision of the Civil Service Commissioners it was appeal- 
ed to the Municipal Court of the City of Boston. Both of these 
Board and Chief Justice Adlow of the Municipal Court of 
Boston sustained the charges made against this former police 
officer. 

Since the last decision he brought in the Supreme Judicial 
Court at Boston a petition for a writ of Certiorari, but the 
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Supreme Court ordered that such petition be sent to the 
Superior Court. 


This Certiorari petition was brought against Chief Justice 
Elijah Adlow as his decision was the last made in this case. 
The Civil Service Commissioners intervened through the At- 
torney General of Massachusetts. Through Hugh Morton, 
former Assistant Attorney General, and John P. Sylvia, Jr.; 
the Board of Selectmen also intervened. The petition at pres- 
ent remains in the files of the Superior Court at Boston. It 
will probably be heard soon. 


2. Edward W. Marble, p.p.a. vs Joseph F. Costa et al. 
Middlesex Superior Court No. 204056. 


This young man, on May 23, 1955, was noticed by Sgt. 
Costa while proceeding north at North Falmouth operating 
an automobile on which was located a sign which appeared 
to be a Town sign. Investigation disclosed that it was a Town 
of Falmouth Park Department sign. Marble waited at the 
Falmouth Police Station until the identity of the sign was 
established. This proved the sign was one of the Falmouth 
Park Department’s sign and had a value of $4.50 which Marble 
paid and with his companions in his automobile left for home. 


However, he then sued both Sgt. Costa and Desk Officer 
James E. Kelly for $5,000. Demurrers for both Costa and Kelly 
were argued on January 19, 1959 at East Cambridge before 
Judge Robert Sullivan, but were overruled by him. This case 
awaits trial. 


C. The following Land Damage cases have been settled by 
agreement. It will be noted that some of these cases were 
brought against the County of Barnstable. The County, how- 
ever, decreed that the damages be paid by the Town of Fal- 
mouth as the layouts or relocation which took land or 
additional land from the abutters on the road were all in 
Falmouth, principally on Jones Road. 


The Land Damage cases so settled and thus disposed of 
are the following:

Petitioners in this proceeding seek to obtain damages for 
the taking by the Town of a public easement in the way 
known as Elm Arch Way, leading southerly from Main Street 
to the circle at Elm Arch Inn. A previous case for the same 
purpose No. 24448 had been discontinued by agreement.

15. No. 24779 John F. Ferreira et al vs Town of Falmouth. 


Petitioners seek land damages for land taken as an addi- 
tion to Davis Marine Park. The case is on the Superior Court 
list awaiting trial. 


16. No. 24813 Grace B. Harvey vs Town of Falmouth. 


This is a more recent case substituted for a previous case 
brought by the same petitioner. This is for damages for land 
taken for road purposes northerly of a new proposed Menau- 
hant Road. There has been some discussion of a possible 
settlement of this case. 


17. No. 24864 Edward C. Hazelton et al vs Town of Fal- 
mouth, 


Petitioners seek land damages for the land taken and 
also for the damages to their remaining land caused by the 
layout of the road extending Easterly from a point nearly 
opposite Jones Road in Teaticket. Negotiations for settlement 
have not been terminated; meanwhile the case is on the 
trial list. 


18. No. 25054 Donald R. Blair et ux vs Town of Falmouth. 
This is a recent petition in which petitioners seek a de- 
termination of their land damages for their land taken in 
the layout which is an extension easterly from the Katharine 
Lee Bates Road to Gifford Street, as proposed under the pres- 
ent layouts. 


19. No. 24924 Leslie B. Young et als vs Town of Falmouth. 


This also is a 1958 petition for assessment of damages 
under the present layout comprising an extension of the road 
from Katharine Lee Bates Road to Gifford Street. It is pend- 
ing on the Barnstable Trial list. 


20. No. 25079 Mishara et al vs Town of Falmouth. 


This is also a 1958 petition for assessment of land dam- 
ages alleged to have been caused by the extension of the road 
from Katharine Lee Bates Road to Gifford Street. In this 
case there are several interests involved as a portion of the 
land taken is the parking area in the rear of the First 
National Store, Main Street, Falmouth. The First Nation- 
al Stores, Inc. has intervened. Apparently plaintiffs claim 
substantial damages to owners, Mortgagers and Lessees. 


21. No. 25090 Anna B. Richardson vs Town of Falmouth. 

Petitioner claims damages incurred by reason of a taking 
made of Elm Arch Way for the purposes of making it into 
a public way. This case is pending on the Barnstable trial 
list. 
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22. No. 25187 Lewis C. Weeks vs Town of Falmouth. 


Petitioner claims damages for land taken by the Town 
for parking purposes. This is the parcel of land located on 
and abutting in part on the shore of Shivericks Pond. The 
award by the Town for this land was $1,850. The case is on 
the trial list of the Superior Court. It is hoped that the case 
may be settled without trial. 


23. Joseph V. Giberti vs Town of Falmouth. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23658. 


This is the petition brought by Joseph V. Giberti for 
damages for land taken from him by the Town of Falmouth 
in 1955. The case has been unavoidably postponed or delayed 
from one sitting of our Superior Court to another. 


These land damage cases are now pending in the Barn- 
stable County Superior Court. No doubt many of these cases 
will be settled without actual trials. Most of them are the 
result of the layouts of new streets or of new extensions of 
existing streets. 


Zoning Cases: 


These are cases having to do with the Zoning By-Law of 
Falmouth. 


1. Joseph Losordo et al vs Ray D. Wells et al. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 24986. 

This is a Zoning Appeal in the Superior Court against the 
Board of Appeals, which declined to act on a claim of appeal 
from the Board of Selectmen, as the Board of Selectmen had 
approved a permit for a motel on property on the northerly 
side of Manauhant Road near Great Pond Bridge. The case 
was fully heard in January 1959 and a view taken by the 
Superior Court Judge and no decision has been received as yet. 


2. Lucy A. V. Doyle vs Ellery C. Davis et al, and Antone 
Costa. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 25010. 


This is another Zoning Appeal. It is based on the claim 
by the owner of an adjoining rather small summer dwelling 
that the action of the Falmouth Board of Appeals was invalid 
whereby the Falmouth Board granted a permit to Antone 
Costa to buy and sell shellfish, including lobsters. The Costa 
dwelling house and lot are located on the westerly shore of 
Greens Pond adjoining the Greens Pond Bridge. He already 
has a permit to use his premises for the rental of boats. This 
case is on the Barnstable Superior Court trial list. 
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District Court Case 
1, Thomas H. Myslicki vs Henry L. Meyer. 
District Court of Central Middlesex No. 17228. 


In this case the plaintiff was in a collision with the Town 
of Falmouth snow plow at the intersection of Sandwich Road 
and Turner Road. At the time the snow plow of the Town 
was being operated by the defendant, Henry L. Meyer. Plain- 
tiff claimed $400. damages to his automobile. It would appear 
in this case from the evidence that ‘there is no liability on 
behalf of the employees of the Town. An appearance and 
answer to plaintiff’s written interrogatories have been filed. 


Conclusion: 


To summarize, nine (9) Land Damage cases were disposed 
of by settlement. Of the other cases, six (6) were terminated 
by trial and two (2) were settled. There is no decision yet in 
one of the Zoning Appeals which has been fully tried. 


Of the 23 pending Land Damage cases it is likely that at 
least one-half of them can be settled without trial. 


In addition to the foregoing cases there has been one 
trial before the Appellate Tax Board on which we have had 
no decision. Also many claims have been settled by payments 
ranging from $15.00 to $150.00.

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Report of the Personnel Board 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Personnel Board met 25 times during 1958 and acted 
upon many requests for step-rate increases and reclassifica- 
tions. A review of the more important highlights is as follows: 


In the warrant for the 1958 Annual Town Meeting there 
was included an article sponsored by the Falmouth Em- 
ployees’ Association for a ten per cent across the board in- 
crease. On the basis of a comparison of cost of living indices 
from the time the Plan went into effect in 1956, it was indicat- 
ed that a seven and one-half per cent increase could be justi- 
fied. Accordingly, the Board recommended a five per cent 
across the board increase together with a recommendation 
for favorable action on the referendum item on the 1958 An- 
nual Town Meeting ballot, providing for group life, medical- 
surgical insurance for employees, one half of the cost of which 
is borne by the Town. This combination approximated the 
seven and one-half per cent increase and the Employees’ As- 
sociation went along with the Board’s recommendations. 


The Board also proposed in the 1958 Town Meeting that 
the Salary Administration Plan be amended to provide for 
longevity increments whereby employees with ten years’ serv- 
ice would receive a year end lump sum payment of $100. and 
ranging up to $300. after twenty-five years of service. It was 
not possible to act upon this at the Annual Town Meeting and 
it was included in the warrant for the Special Town Meeting 
held during the Summer. The Finance Committee indicated 
their approval of the principle but would not recommend pro- 
viding the funds therfor inasmuch as it did not constitute an 
emergency. It was referred to the 1959 Annual Town Meeting 
and it is believed that the Finance Committee will recommend 
it at that time. 


Recently the Employees’ Association have taken steps to 
insert an article in the 1959 Annual Town Meeting warrant to 
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ilberalize vacation benefits. This article asks the Town to 
accept Chapters 111D and 111G, Chapter 41 of the General 
Laws which provide for three weeks vacation after five years 
of service and four weeks’ vacation after ten years. The Board 
does not favor the adoption of permissive legislation which 
affects the Plan but prefers that the Plan itself be amended 
for any such changes. In any event, there has not been suffi- 
cient time to study this problem and it is the recommendation 
of the Board that this be a matter for consideration at the 
1960 Annual Town Meeting. 


Also included in the warrant for the 1959 Town Meeting 
is an article offered by the Board to formally amend the Plan 
to incorporate a variety of changes and up-gradings in posi- 
tions which have occured during the past year. It is expected 
that this article will be approved and this will make it possible 
to have a new printing of the Salary Administration Plan to 
bring it up to date.
